As a result of 
this, the Coal depot holders and the brick kiln licencescould, with effect from 1st July, 
1964, import coke/coal (up to grade II) from collieries of their own choice without any 
restrictions. They have accordingly been permitted to do so. 


In order to utilise the increased supplies of coal/coke, the State Government have 
since authorised the District Magistrates to issue brick-kiln licences, on application, 
to the parties, subject to the followig conditions :— 
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[Chief Minister] 

(i) The applicant or any member of his family does not hold any interest directly 
or indirectly in any of the existing brick kim licences or coal depots or 
any other depot of controlled commodities under the Food and Supplies 
Department. 


(ii) the site selected by the applicant for setting up kiln is atleast 5 miles from 
any of the existing kiln ; 


(iii) the iand selected for the proposed brick kiln is not under Agricultural 
production ; 


(iv) the setting up of the proposed kiln conforms to the statutory requirements 
for the grant of the licence applied for.

During the year 1960-61, a total grant of Rs 58,650/- was paid to the 
various Hindi/Sanskrit Institutions in the State. Out of this amount, a sum 
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of Rs 28,550/ was paid to the various Hindi/Sanskrit Institutions of Hindi 
(Hariana) Region. Similarly, during the year 1961-62, asum of Rs 40,000/ 
was paid as grant to the various Hindi/Sanskrit Institutions in the State, 
out of whichasum of Rs 13,215/ was paid as grant to various Institutions 
of Hindi Hariana) Region. ` 

In view of the National Emergency no grants were paid to such Institu- 
tions imparting instruction in Hindi,Sanskrit and even in Punjabi in the 
State during the years 1962-63 and 1963-64. In fact, in 1962-63, even 
the private Art and Science Colleges and other Educational Institutions 
in the sphere of ‘General Education’ were not paid the second instalment 
of grants owing to the National Emergency. As the Hindi/Punjabi/Sanskrit 
Institutions were paid grants in one instalment only in the second half of 
the financial year, the payment of grants in 1962-63 was with-held conse- 
quent upon the declaration of the National Emergency in October, 1962. 
Grants to the Private Art and Science Colleges and other educational insti- 
tutions in the sphere of “General Education’ were released in 1963-64 asa 
a special case. 

The State Government is fully conscious of the financial needs of Hindi/ 
Sanskrit Institutions (as also Punjabi Institutions) run by the private 
managements and as such a sum of Rs 40,000/- has been provided in the current 
year’s budget for grants to Hindi/Sanskrit Institutions; and this amount 
will be disbursed to the eligible Institutions before the close of the current 
financial year. |

STATEMENT MADE BY CHIEF MINISTER, PUNJAB, APPEALING 
THE MOVERS OF SUBSTANTIVE MOTIONS FOR THE EXPUL- 
SION OF CERTAIN MEMBERS TO WITHDRAW THEM 


Chief Minister (Suri Ram Kishan) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, with your 
permission, I wish earnestly to appeal to all hon. Members of this August 
House, who have sought leave to move substantive and allied motions for 
the expulsion of certain Members of the House, including Sardar Partap 
Singh Kairon, to withdraw their motions. As you are aware, Sir, our 
democracy can only be successful if it is based on the highest traditions of 
parliamentary practices. In this, it is hardly necessary for me to mention 
how important it has always been in the history of parliamentary institu- 
tions all over the world to maintain the highest standards of dignity and 
propriety in the functioning of the various parliamentary and legislative 
bodies. 


While the dignity and prestige of this House is very dear to us at all 
times, it is particularly so today when the eyes of not only our own State, 
but the entire country are turned on us to see how we function in dealing 
with the difficult and delicate problems that have arisen in the wake of the 
Report of the Das Commission of Inquiry and the political changes that 
followed its publication 


Mr. Speaker, Sir, as the hon. Members are aware, Government hav: 
taken a firm decision to effectively follow up the recommendations mado 
by the Das Commission. The other day, I made a comprehensive state- 
ment indicating the lines on which this follow-up action is proceeding. The 
hon. Members will recall that I had mentioned very clearly that the follow- 
up action would include action at all levels and will go into all aspects of the 
recommendations arising out of the Das Commission Report. As a first 
step, certain departmental action has already been initiated against some 
officers of the Government and certain cases have been registered with the 
Police which are under investigation. The House will appreciate that a 
discussion, at this stage, of these matters is likely to prejudice the course of 
justice which would not be in the interest of anybody. 

It is obvious that if these substantive motions for expulsion of members 
are not withdrawn, it would lead to a discussion on the condu :t of various 


members as well as on the recommendations made by the Das Commission 
which would be most unfortunate from the point of view of those against 
whom action has been taken or may be taken in the future as well as from 
the point of view of over-all justice and healthy traditions in our democratic 
institutions 
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In conclusion, I should like to state that I do not look upon this as a 
party matter since we are all interested in maintaining the dignity of the 
House in ensuring the highest standards and values in public life and 
democracy. I feel that as Leader of this August House as well as Leader 
of the Congress Party, a special responsibility has been cast upon me and it 
is my sacred duty to uphold and maintain the traditions of the House and 
of the party.

It has been found that Shri 
Sant Ram Manager is responsible for serious type of irregularities m the 
distribution of sugar allotted to this society. He has done it with the active 
connivance of Shri Baldev Raj, Accountant of the said society. Shri Sant Ram 
has since been dismissed from service of the society with effect from 7th 
August, 1964 and a similar action is‘ being taken against Shri Baldev Rai, 
Accountant by the society. Besides this, the Assistant Registrar, Tarn Taran 
has also referred the matter to the District Magistrate Amritsar, for taking 
legal action against the culprits for black marketing of sugar and gur 


3. It may also be stated that the sugar depot of the said society has 
been cancelled. The distribution work’ of sugar in the area of operation of 
the said society has been taken up by the Amritsar District Wholesale Co- 
operative Supply and Marketing Society direct in so far as the sub-depots 
attached to the Bhikhiwind Co-operativé Marketing Society are concerned 
As regards distribution of sugar to the permit holders, the work has been 
entrusted to the Khalra Co-operative Agricultural Service Soctety. Since the 
Bhikhiwind Marketing Society, as a whole, did not give a satisfactory account 
of its working, an enquiry under section 50 of the Punjab Co-operative Societies 
Act has been conducted and further legal action in the matter will be taken 
It is thus not a fact that no action has been taken against the Bhikhiwind 
Co-operative Marketing Society and its officers who were found recently 
responsible for mis-use of sugar quota and gur.

On 12th October, 1963, the Police of Nihalsinghwala arrested one Sajjan Singh in 
case F.LR.

injuries which were all ante-mortem. As the deceased Sajjan Singh had died while 
in Police custody, an inquest into this death was conducted by Shri Kulwant Singh 
M.LC., Ferozepore, under section 176 Cr. P.C. It was as a result of his finding 
and t he complaint of one Ujagar Singh that case F.I.R. No. 128, dated 30th November 
1963, under section 304 I.P.C. was registered against Lachhman Dass, Harbans Lal 
Jiwan Ram and Ralla Ram. The investigation of the case was conducted by the 
Deputy Superintendent of Police, Moga and all the four accused were challaned 
under section 304 LP.C.

Together with the rest of our people, we have read with great interest the policy 
statement of the new Government. 


We welcome the declaration that the new Government would take determineds 
steps to bring down prices and to fight corruption the two most pressing problem 
facing the people. We hope that the new Government would soon take concrete 
measures to implement these declarations and to produce actual results. On behalf 


of the trade Unions affiliated to the AITUC, we assure you our full co-operation in 
all such measures. 


We also welcome decisions of the new Government to reverse the decisions of the 
previous Ministry to restore Zaildari, to separate Judiciary from Executive. 


We, however, consider to but proper to tell you of our disappointment at the 
fact that the urgent problems facing the inudustrial working class in the State find hardly 
any reflection in the policy statements of the new Government. We are therefore 
writing to you to draw your urgent attention to some of the most important problems 
facing the industrial labour, the problems which are the cause of acute discontent. 


1. First and foremost is the question of the constant rising prices on the one 
hand and meagre wages on the other. Itis the duty of the State Government to fix 


minimum wages at adequate level for all irdustries and to link the Dearness allowance 
part of the same with the cost of living. 


The State Government appointed an Advisory Committee for the textile in- 
dustry in 1963 to make recommendations regarding minimum wages for this industry. 


In the Committee representatives of the workmen agreed to something which was 
much less than what would be fair and just for the sake of unanimity the Com- 
mittee was thus able to make unanimous recommendations. 


Months have passed but even these unanimous recommendations have not been 
enforced due to the influence of the Amritsar Textile Employer on the previous Minis- 
try. This has naturally led to acute discontent among the workers engaged in the 
textile industry—the biggest in the State. "They had decided to go on one day protest 


strike but have deferred the decision for a month hoping that the new Ministry would 
reverse the previous policy. 


We would strongly urge that the unanimous recommendations of the Advisory 
Committee for fixation of minimum wages in the textile industry be enforced immediate- 
ly. 

There are number of other industries too in which minimum wages have not Yet 
been fixed. They include Rubber industry chemical, steel Re-rolling, glass and ceramics 

etc. Minimum wages in these industries too must be fixed atonce. 


In a number of industries minimum wages were fixed long ago. They are ex- 
tremely inadequate and are not linked with the cost of living index. 


Steps should betaken to revise minimum wages in all these industries at earliest 
possible. 


The pays of Class IV and Class III employees of the State Government as also of 


local bodies should be increased and their dearness allowance should be linked 
with the cost of living index, 


2. In some industries like Sugar, Cotton Textile and Cement the Wage Boards 
appointed by the Government of India have linked the Dearness Allowance paid to 
the workmen with the cost of living index. 


‘The cost of living index published by Punjab Government however, is very

A tripartite machinery must be appointed at once to go into this whole Matter as 


per decision of the standing Labour Committee to make recom mendations to the State 
Government 


3. A verylarge number of demands of the workmen have been refused adjudica- 
tion or have been pending with the Government since long. In many cases, the Govern- 
ment advised the unions raising the demands as also the employers to accept voluntary 
arbitration for deciding the demands. The unions agreed but the employers refused 
Even, thereafter, the State Government has not referred these demands for adjudication 
This 1s in complete violation of the guiding principles laid down at. the highest tri- 
partite level to decide the question of referring demands for adjudication 


We Would requestyou to issue immediateinstructionsto ensurethat the pending 
Demands Notices are referred for adjudication without further delay 


4. Oathe unanimous recommendations of the Labour Advisory Board, the Punjab 
Government ag ‘ed to enact legislation (i) giving the right to — dismissed/discharged/ 
terminated workers to individually take .heir cases to Courts for adjudication, (ii) 
fixing paid casual and sick leave and paid festival holidays for industrial workers in 


the State. The Bills too were prepared. Under pressure of the employers, however 
they were never placed before the Assembly 


We would strongly urgethat these Bills be placed before the Assembly in the next 
session and made into laws, till then Bills should be enacted through Ordinance 


5. There are quite a few other urgent problems facing the workers concerning 
their working and living conditions including such aspects as housing, E.S. I. Scheme 
and Provident Fund etc. E.S.I. Scheme:— Still there exists great disparity in the treat- 
ment given to member werkers and their families. E.S.I. Corporation agreed to give 


the treatment to their families without any discrimination, but this decision has not 
been implemented by the State Government since 1960 


In February, 1963 the State Government agreed to implement the decision with effect 
from 1st May, 1964, but that promise even has not been honoured. Provident Fund— 
A large number of workmen in engineering industry and foundries have been deprived 
of their membership ofthescheme bythe employers. Such workmen are declared 

contractors’ arbitrarily just to cheat the Government. While all such workmen are 
employees’ within the meanings of S. 20) of the Employees Provident Fund Act 

Such employees of various factories at Jullundur ,Batala have complained to the Com- 
missioner, but nothing has come out of it, becuase there is no provision in the Act to 
decide such disputed points by any judicial or industrial court 


We would urge upon the Government to take immediate steps to iMplement the 
decision re treatment of the families of workers and to remove the difficulty re; Provi- 


dent Fund scheme and as an interim measure such cases should be referred fo 
adjudication wherever the workmen raise dispute in this respect 


On behalf of the Punjab State Committee we have already requested you to fix 


some time when a deputation of ours can see you and discuss most urgent problems with 
you in details. 


We will request you to do this without delay. The most suitable dates to member 
of the deputation are 27th and 28th of July, 1964.

Education and Local Government Minister : Mr. Speaker, I would 
like to submit that according to the Constitutional provision Legislature 
is debarred from discussing the conduct of the Judges of High Courts or 
Supreme Court. We cannot discuss this matter in water tight compart- 
ments. Sir, a similar situation arose when I was the Speaker of this House 
and the consequential results are known to every hon. Member of this 
House. I know the hon. Members are very much perturbed over this 
matter and there is a feeling of bitterness. I would not like to use the 
word bitterness because it is too strong—rather I should say that there is a 
feeling of anxiety over this matter. But Mr. Speaker once you permit 
discussion on the judgement of the Supreme Court, I think, the conduct 
of the Judges will inevitably come under discussion. 


(Voices : No. No.) 


Then I would exedct that the hon. Members will try to keep themselves 
within the frame work of constitutional limits but once sentiments 
are aroused, it becomes impossible for any one to confine oneself to the 
limits. I would suggest that leaders of various parties/groups may take 
part in the discussion and confine themselves to the judgement only and 
you, Mr. Speaker, may convey the anxiety of the feelings of the House 
to the Speaker of the Lok Sabha and to the Government of India. 

Sardar Gurdial Singh Dhillon : Mr. Speaker, the subject has 
come through an Adjournment Motion or at the most through a Sub- 
stantive Motion. The Observations of the Supreme Court 
are not strictly in the nature of judgement but is a Report on a Reference 
made by the President of India to the Judges of the Supreme Court. 1 
do agree with Pandit Mohan Lal that strictly speaking this subject should 
not be discussed in the guise of an Adjournment Motion or any other 
motion. It should be discussed under some regular motion given notice 
of under Rule 84 or some other Rule. . 
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I would also like to submit that this has created a very delicate 
position so far as the rights and privileges of legislatures in India are 
concerned. This Report of the Supreme Court has turned everythin; 
topsy turvy that we have been practising since the introduction of th: 
Constitution. It is our inherent right to review and revise and also to see 
if we need any recommendation to be made to the President or the 
Government of India for changing the Constitution. By this way I do 
not think we will be criticising the conduct of the Judges and I would 
request you, Mr. Speaker, to give time to any Member who wants to 
express his feelings within the scope. 

Sardar Ajmer Singh : Mr. Speaker, I would submit that it is not 
sacrosanct that the judgement of the Supreme Court cannot be discussed 
in any way. I think it can be discussed. The only restriction is that 
the conduct of the Judges cannot be discussed on the Floor of the House 
At the same time, I would submit that the observations made by the 
members must be responsible, authoritative and within the scope. But 
Sir, the discussion on this matter should be postponed to some other day 
as we are not prepared on the subject and we should discuss it properly. 
M. submission, therefore, is that we would certainly like to take part 
in ‘he discussion but only if we are given some time to study the matter. 
I would also humbly request the hon. Member Shri Balramji Das Tandon 
notto insist cn discussion of the matter today

STATEMENT NO. 1 


Shri Dharam Vir, Malaria Officer, Karnal, is missing since 24th May, 1964. He 
came from Panipat on 23rd May, 1964 where he had gone to disburse the pay to the 
employees of the Department posted there. His wife is also serving there in the Goverr- 
ment Higher Secondary School, Panipat. He resurned to Karnal on 23rd May, 1964. 
On 24th May, 1964 he worked inthe  officeup to 11a. m. all alone asit was Sunday. 
He left his residence at about 4:00* P, M. after looking his house situated in Model Towh, 
Karnal without informing any body. He was wearing white shirt and pant at that 
time and was empty handed.  Therefafter he never returned. 


On the application of his wife, the case under section 364, I.P.C. at Police 
i Station Sadar Karnal was registered on 3rd June, 1964. The investigation was entrusted 
to Shri Prem Kumar, Deputy Superintendent of Police (Lines), Karnal, who thoroughly 

| investigated the case. 


During the investigation Shrimati Shakuntla Bir, wife of Doctor Dharam Vir 
i Malaria Officer, suspected the office staff of the Malaria Officer Karnal,forthe abduction 
of her husband with intent to murder. Accordingly the Office Staff including the Assistant 
Unit Officer, Head Clerk, Cashier, Drivers, Chowkidar and the Senior Malaria Inspector 
were subjected to thorough interrogation but nothing incriminating came to hand. It 
transpired that Dr. Dharam Vir was of whimsical nature. He often used to remain in 
pensive mood and was unhappy with his job. He applied to the Director Health Services 
for his transfer from Karnal to some Government Dispensary near Panipat on the ground 
that the job entrusted to him did not suit him but the same was rejected. He was very 
lenient to all his subordinates and was liked by all of them. 


It was further learnt that a dead body had seen floating in the Western Jamuna Canal 

र a few days after the disappe^rance of the Dr. Dharam Vir.Accordingly a Special Police 
Party headed by the District Inspector was deputed for the search of the dead body which 

was traced upto Sargthal Canal Rest House in District Rohtak. There it was seen stuck 

up in the bushes along the left bank of Ballot Sub-Branch between R.D.35.36 and it was 
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being eaten by the vultures and the tortoise etc., It was in a highly decomposed condi- 


. tion. Subsequently that area was searched and a shirt, a vest in torn condition were 


found which bore washerman's marks. These marks were identified by two Washermen 
of the Model Town, Karnal from whom the deceased used to get his clothes washed 

Moreover three shirts of the same pattern and size bearing the same Dhobi Marks were 
also found in the house of the missing Malaria Officer 


Vigorous efforts were continued to recover the dead body and accordingly the 
Police succeeded in recovering the dead body (skeleton) from Ghillaur minor, in the 
jurisdiction of Police Station Baroda, district Rohtak. From the investigation it 
was found that the dead body was seen floating in the Western Jamuna Canal by15/20 
persons. They were shown the group photo in which Dr. Dharam Vir was also photo- 
graphed and they correctly identified him and told that the dead body was of the same 
man which they saw tio aung in the Canal. The post mortem examination was performed 
by Medical Officer Rohtak but he could not give his opinion regarding the cause of death. 
The skeleton was sent to the Professor of Anatomy, Medical College, Rohtak. He opined 
that the dead-body was of a short-sized man of the age of about 40 years. The duration 
है death and examination (10th June, 1964) was reported to be of about three 
weeks 

A pair of slippers belonging to the Malaria Officer was also sent to the Professor 
of Anatomy for comparing the same with the foot of the skelton recovered. He opined 
that the foot and the slippers belonged to one and the same person. No anti mortem 
injury was detected on the skelton by the Medical Officer and Anatomist. The bones 
of the skelton were later on sent to the Chemical Examiner, Patiala, who also did not 
detect any poison on them. .

By Shri Prabodh Chandra. Education and Local Government Minister in regard te 
adjournment Motion (S. No. 64) by Shri Gurbakhsh Singh Dhariwal, M. L. A.,

The brief facts are that Shri Mohinderpaul Singh, Octroi Moharrir, Ludhiana 
Municipality, submiited an application to the Administrator, Ludhiana, Municipality 
on 10th August, 1964, that on 5th August, 1964 he came to the Octroi Off ice, where Shri 
S. P. Bhanot, Octroi Inspector was sitting in the office in his capacity as Assistant Octrol 


Superintendent. As soon as he entered the office and paid respects to Shri Bhanot. 


he ordered him to bring some cigarettes from some shop but Shri Mohinderpaul Singh 
is stated to have replied that he being a Sikh could not touch the cigarette. On this 
Shri Mohinderpaul Singh is stated to have said that Shri Bhanot flew into rage and uttered 
intolerable remarks for Pim and the Sikh community. The Administrator personally 
heard the complainant and has inquired into the matter. Itis strange thata man whose 
feelings were so strong could sit silent for five days in putting in the complaint. The 
complainant did not even bring this incident to the notice of the Octroi Superintendent 
or the Secretary or the Administrator during all those five days, viz, Sth August, :1964, 
i. e., the date of occurence of the incident and 10th August, 1964, the date on which he 
submitted an application. The matter has al:o been inquired by the Deputy Commis- 
sioner when some Akalis brought this alleged incident to his notice. Some Hindus 
also complained to the Deputy Commissioner that this particular Octroi Inspector has 
used the disrespectful language against Lord Krishna. In both the allegations there Is 
alot of exaggeration and distortion, and according to the Deputy Commissioner it Is 
all a result of party faction among the staff and there is nothing communal in it in 
order to uproot this party faction, the Municipality has effected certain transfers, and this

STATEMENT NO. 4 


Interruption to traffic as 2 result of damage to G. T. Road National Highway 
No. 1 


Due to heavy rains in the latter half of August, 1964, and consequent flooding of 
large tracts of the State, the communication system in the affected areas also could not be 
saved from adverse impact. The flood waters over-flooded the roads and damage has 
been particularly heavy in the districts of Rohtak, Karnal, Hissar, Patiala and Sangrur. 
A number of breaches occurred on the roads thereby causing interruption to thorough 
traffic and consequent ,convenience to the public. So far asthe G. T. Road is concerned 
the flooding of the road side took place in long lengths between miles 17 and 38 at 
two places and a portion in mile 259 between Beas and Amritsar got submerged for a 
length of about half a mile or so under the flood waters of Khilchian drainage system. 


2; The portion of G. T. Road between miles 17 to 38 was the worst hit and due to 
heavy rains and spill from Drain No. 6 and Diversion Drain No. 8 flood waters started 
collecting on the sides of the road from the 19th August, 1964. The water touched the 
berms and weakened the sub-grade. It also overtopped the road and stood in depth 
ofi£ft. inalength of 4 furlongs at one place and about 6 inches deep in a length of about 
300 feet at another place in miles 19 and 20. On the 20th August, 1964, some trucks 
began sinking into the road crust and by that evening serious dislocation of traffic had 
occurred. By the 21st morning there was complete blockade of traffic which continued 

i on the 22nd. The road became wavy in miles 18, 19, 22, 29, 30 and 38 and as a result of 
| the movement of heavy traffic, before it was diverted, the softened road crust gave 
| way in short lengths in miles 38,30, 29 and there were patches at other places also. 

l 


3. The Government machinery moved with expedition as soon as the fact regarding 
suspension of traffic came to notice and the Chief Engineer himself reached the spot 
: on the 23rd August, 1964, and took over the command of operations, necessitating 
: clearance and regulation of the traffic which had come to a stand still by then, barring 
; light vehicles which could be towed through. In view of the condition of the road only 
a cautious handling was possible since, apart from the difficulty of passing the traffic 
| on the already damaged road, it was necessary to avoid damage to further lengths of the 
road which were saturated by water from below. The things, however, then began toe 
move as swiftly as could be possible in the circumstances and by the 24th August, the road- 
had come to a position that some traffic could be passed but there was again a relapse. 
due to heavy rain lasting about 3 hours in the evening. This upset the time schedul 
and major work had to be done on the 25th August. The help of the Military authori- 
ties was also sought, and ungrudgingly given, in regard to the loan of P. S. P. sheets, 
The trucks which had been held up on account of breaches and could go cross in smale 
numbers earlier were cleared by the 26th August and by then through traffic becam, 
easier for light vehicles. Passenger buses were allowed to pass from the 3rd September 
1964 though a limited number of them were being allowed from two days earlier. The 
road has not been in a position to take any heavy traffic and some trucks which were allowed 
P to pass on the 18th September have damaged the road further, necessitating additional 
repairs and continued diversion of the traffic through Pipli, Jagadhri and Saharanpur 
and Karnal-Assand-Jind. 
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4. The repair work was organised promptly and by the 3rd of September, 1964, 
stone metal had been collected on all the spots and patch work which was not possible 
earlier was taken in hand from then onwards. By that time there were 11 trucks, 300 
temporary labour and 81 permanent Beldars working on the road on repairs. Four 
road rollers, two motor graders and 4 trucks of the P. W. D. had also been commissioned. 
A coax.plement of staff consisting of two Executive Engineers, three Sub-Divisional 
Officers. six Sectional Officers, two Road Inspectors and three Work Inspectors was 
engaged on the job under the direct control of the Superintending Engineer. The 
operations, as already indicated were being directed by the Chief Engineer himself. From 
this an idea of the extent of the problem can be had and it would be appreciated that 
the Engineers have been able to do a good job of a rather serious problem which had 
been created through unforeseen and natural causes. Here, I must, however, concede 
that in the initial stages some lapse was reported on the part of Executive Engineer 
and Sub-Divisional Officer and Government have taken due notice of it. The Executive 


Engineer and the Sub-Divisional Officer concerned have already been placed under 
suspension. 


5. So far as the interruption of traffic in mile 259 between Beas and Amritsar 
is concerned there has not been any serious dislocation. This portion of the road 
was flooded on the morning of ist September, 1964, and the Engineering staff personally 
supervised the position and ensured that the traffic was not suspended. The road had 
been submerged under the flood waters of Khilchian drain. This did not cause any in- 
terruption to the heavy vehicles like buses and trucks but the cars could not pass of their 
own but with shut down engines these were towed across by motor graders and tractors 
which were made available on the spot. Another detour road route was also available 
to the traffic from Beas via Mehta to Amritsar entailing an extra distance of about 
10,12 miles. Adequate arrangements for aiding the traffic were made at the site of 
submergence still the floods subsided and P. W. D. trucks were also provided for taking 
the pedestrians, cyclists across the flooded area. 


6. Government is alive to the importance of the G. T. Road which could rightly 
be called the life line of this border State. No efforts are spared in keeping it in proper 
state of repairs and even the paucity of funds does not hamper its proper maintenance 
since being a National Highway its cost including that of maintenance is wholly borne 
by the Government of India. Any suggestion, therefore, of faulty planning for the mainte- 
nance of this road on the part of the Government is repudiated. It would not be an 
exaggeration to say that this road is amongst the best in the country. Natural calami- 
ties cannot, however, be foreseen and the situation which has arisen this year is not a 
normal feature having resulted from breaches in drains. However, Government would 
take steps to survey the road with a view to locating the vulnerable points and ensuring 
that they are attended to with speed and promptness. I again assure the House that 
Government has been alive to its responsib lity in regard to keeping this road open for 
traffic during these floods and I myself as also the Chief Minister had toured the area. 
While assuring the full attention of the Government to the improvement and maintenance 


of this road I regret the inconvenience, if any, caused to the public due to the unforeseen 
circumstances.

No Building in the Irrigation and Power Research Institute has cracked and fallen. 
Only a small portion of facia (14” thick decorative piece which is normally designed 


for wind pressure) of the Hydraulic sheds has been damaged during the nights intervening 
18 and 2nd September, 1964 due to unprecedented rain. The damage is only Rs 750. 


The above structure which was damaged was built with about 35 bags of cement. 
The steel in the facia is still intact at site and is according to the design. 


The entire cost of the sheds is 3.5 lakhs including the cost of 400 ft. long facia. 
No building worth 20 lacs has so far been constructed by the Institute. 


No cement or iron bars were ever removed by ex-Chief Minister’s sons for their key 
Cos and other contruction companies as they were not in any way connected with the 
construction in this Institute. 


The sheds, the decorative form of facia of which a part was damaged, have been con- 
structed through the following contractors from 1960 to 1962.

STATEMENT No. 2 


Call attention Notice regarding engulfing by the Jamuna River of 15 Villages of Panipat 
and Karnal Tehsils 


Some villages, namely Chaura, Hansumajra, Chandraon and Chaugawan of Karnal 
are situated very close to the edge of River Jamuna and are being constantly damaged by 
the floods in the said river every year. These villages are very thinly populated with a few 
kacha and very little pacca houses. 


However, for the protection of these and some other villages situated on the banks of 
River Yamuna, some pacca spurs and spill bunds were proposed to be constructed and 
these schemes were recommended by the Technical committee in its 41st. meeting subject 
to the clearance by the Yamuna Committee. But the Yamuna Committee did not agree to 
the scheme for the protection of villages Chaura and Ha sumajra. In the absense of the 
approval by the Yamuna Committee, the work could not be taken up in hand. 


Hence as an alternative measure it was proposed to shift the two villages namely 


Chaura and Hansumajra which were hard a by the floods of River Yamuna (but only 
thinly populated with a few kacha and a very little pucca houses) to some safer place away 
from the river edge. The question has been taken up with the Civil Departments. 


Similarly scheme for the protection works to meet erosion and spilling from river 
Yamuna threatening villages Nanhera, Tamsabad, Sanauli, Nawada etc. district Karnal 
was approved by the Technical Committee in its 41st meeting held at Chandigarh on 17th 
April, 1964 under item No.III. The scheme consists of — l 


(i) An earthen embankment about 15 miles. 
(ii) 3 Nos. earthen spurs. 


(iii) One No. Ballie sarkanda spur. 


For obtaining clearance from Yamuna Committee it was put up in its 22nd meeting held 
at Delhi on 22nd May, 1964, under item No. VI but was kept pending for want of details 


of a road bridge. 


STATEMENT No. 3 


Shri Kartar Singh Chadda, Presiding Officer, Labour Court, Jullundur, died on 
10th May, 1964. The matter regarding appointment of his successor was taken up and 
according to the usual procedure, the Punjab High Court were requested to send personal 
files of Retired District and Session Judges considered suitable for appointment as 
P.O. The reply of the Punjab High Court was received in July, 1964. Prospective candi- 
dates were interviewed on 21st September, 1964. The matter is now under active considera - 
tion at Minister’s level and is likely to be decided very shortly. 


- The question regarding new P.O. for Labour Court Jullundur is being pursued actively 
and no avoidable delay is being allowed in the matter. No alternative arrangement for the 
disposal of the pending work with the Labour Court, Jullundur, could be made. The P.O., 
Labour Court, Rohtak who could be entrusted to dispose of the pending work of Labour 
Court, Jullundur is already over busy with his own work and was not able to attend to the 
work of Labour Court, Jullundur in addition to his own duties. All new cases are, however, 
being marked to Labo ir Court, Rohtak, and no reference has been made to Labour Court 
Jullundur since the death of its P.O. Further as the appointment of new P.O. for Labour 
Court is likely to be decided very shortly, it is not considered worthwhile to make temporary 
arrangements for a short period, although there had been proposal to this effect.

| The Jagatjit Sugar Mills Mazdoor Union, Phagwara, had served, a demand notice on 

| the management of the said Mill on 8th January, 1964, demanding increase in Dearness 

| Allowance. The matter was thoroughly examined by the Government but the demand was not 

| considered fit for reference for adjudication. The Union was explained the reasons for non- 
acceptance of their demand, vide Government letter dated 20th March, 1964, relevant 

| portion of which reads as under:—

“This demand falls within the ambit of the Wage Board recommendations which 
are in operation and binding on both the parties. According to para 318 at 
page 111 of the Wage Board recommendations the workers are debarred 
from raising demand involving financial burden for five years. More- 
over, in terms of the Sugar Wage Board recommendations 
contained in paras 232 and 234 adjustments in dearness 
allowance are to be made on the basis of the average 
monthly index figures for the 12 months from Ist July to 30th June 

| every year and effected from 1st October each year. In accordance with the 

| u data supplied by the Indian Sugar Mills Association, the average index 
| figures did not register an increase of 10 or more whole points, i.e., it did not 
| exceed the level of 133. The Union did not deny the correctness of the 

figures/data contained in the letter of the Indian Sugar Mills Associa- 
tion, Calcutta. In view of the above, this demand has not been considered 
fit for reference.” 


2. No further representation was subsequently made by the Jagatjit Sugar Mills 
Mazdoor Union, Phagwara, or any workers orgn. in the Sugar Industry for increase in 
dearness allowance | 


3, Only recently the Jagatjit Sugar Mills Mazdoor Union, Phagwara, vide its letter 
No. Misc/1^1, dated 16th September, 1964, addressed to th» manacemeni of the said 
Mill has re-aigtated their demand for increase in dearness allowance, on the basis of the 
cost of living index and in terms of the Sugar Wage Board Award. A copy of this letter 
was also received by the Labour Commissioner, Punjab. The letter reads as under:— 


The cost of living index have touched 
to 150 points and the U.P. Sugar Mills has issued orders for the payments of 
dearness allowance on the basis of living index as also recommended by the 
Wage Board for Sugar Industry.

We requested you, vide our letter No. Misc/158. dated 11th August, 1964, and now 
i we hope that a sudden order will be issued for an increase in dearness allowance 
from 1st July, 1964, to enable us to feed our families ina better way.” 


4. The matter is being actively pursued by the Labour Department and the enqui- 
ries so far made reveal that the Phagwara Branch of the Jagatjit Sugar Mill Co. Ltd. have 
written to their headquarters in U.P. to confirm if the Mills in U.P. have actually increased 
the dearness allowances. They have also enquired the policy of the Indian Sugar Mills 
Association in this behalf so that the Phagwara Branch of the Mills may also fall in line 
with that policy. 


5. The Labour Department have addressed a letter to the managements of all the 
six Sugar Mills in the State covered by the Sugar Wage Board Award enquiring from them 
the steps they proposed to take to implement the provisions of the said Award It has 
been revealed that the cost of living index stood at 150 points in June, 1964. It may, 

| however be mentioned here that according to the recommendations of the Sugar Wage 
y Board Award the rates ofdearness allowance linked with the cast of living index shall vary 
with different basic wage slabs in the following manner 
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(D for operative upto skilled ‘B’ and for Clerks drawing basic wage up to Rs 100 
per m-rsem the dearness allowance rate shall be 55 NP. per point of living 
index over 123 points. 
(ii) for supervisory and technical employees of not less than skilled ‘A’ grade and 
for the clerical employees drawing basic pay over Rs 100 the rate will be 
65 nP. per point over 123 points. 


The All-India average consumer price index number for working class which is to be 
followed vniformally in all regions stood at 123 at the time of Sugar Wage Board Award. 
According to the terms of the Award adjustments in dearness Allowance are to be made for 
every rise or fall of atleast 10 whole points. Once an adjustment has been made an account 
of rise or fall of 10 or more points, future adjustment can only be made for further rise 
or fall of 10 or more whole points. In the case of a fall of average cost of living index number 
below 123, no deduction in the rates of dearness allowance is to be made in the first instance 
unless the fall exceeds 15 points. Further in terms of the Sugar Wage Board Award, 
adjustment of dearness allowance in accordance with the cost of living index are to be made 
only once a year on the basis of average monthly cost of living index calculated over the 
12 months period from July to June. The adjustments to be made on the basis of 
average monthly cost of living index calculated for the above-mentioned period are to be 
made effective from 1st October of each year. 


6. As stated above, the cost of living index stood at 150 points in June, 1964. 
Monthly average cost of living index number for the period July, 1963 to June, 1964, comes 
to 140.83 points which shows an increase of 17.83 points since the date of the sugar Wage 
Board Award when the figure stood at 123. There should thus be corresponding increase 
in dearness allowance according to the Sugar Wage Board Award. "The Labour Depart- 
ment have already addressed a letter in this behalf to the Secretary, Punjab Branch of 
Indian Sugar Mills Association and it is also proposed to call a meeting of the Tripartite 
committee for implementation of the Sugar Wage Board Award in October, 1964. 
It will, however, be observed that according to the terms of the Award, an 
adjustment in dearness allowance on account of rise or fall in consumer price index number 
is to be effected from 1st October each year. This being the position the cause of action 
for non implementation of this provision will only arise after 1st October, 1964, if the 
management of the Mills fail to enhance the dearness allowance in proportion to the rise 
in consumer price index number. Steps are, however, being taken to ensure that the manage 
ments of the Sugar Mills honour the provisions of the Sugar Wage Board Award either at 
their own initiative or through the Indian Sugar Mills Association. If, however, it is con- 
sidered necessary, a meeting of the Tripartite Committee will be called to get the Award 
implemented by the Sugar Mills. 


STATEMENT No, 5 


Utilization of funds collected under the Temporary Taxation Act, 1962-Grant of Loans 
to Harijans for purchase of evacuee Land 


The statement of Objects and Reasons appended to the Punjab Temporary Taxation 
Bill, 1962, inter alia, stated that “the Bill seaks to raise additional funds" and that “as 
*amende honorable! it is proposed to utilise the additional funds on schemes for the 
betterment of the social and economic conditions of the Scheduled Castes". 


Since the enactment of the Punjab Temporary Taxation Act, 1962, the question of 
evolving of schemes for the betterment of the social and economic conditions of the Sche- 
duled Castes to be financed from the proceeds of the Temporary Taxation measures has 
been discussed from time to time. In addition to the schemes proposed by the Welfare 
Department schemes were also invited from all the Deputy Con missicrers in the State. 
Later, in January, 1963, the then Secretary, Scheduled Castes and Backward Classes Depart- 
trent discussed the aucstion of form ulation of schemes to te financed frem tke taxation 
funds with Shri Tirlck Singh, Mem ter, Planning Cen missicn. It was advised that the 
Punjab Government should so arrange their proposals ard draw out such scherres as 
would te trought in the accepted patterns of the schemes of the different wirgs of the 
Planning Commission. It was given out that some of the scherres which were being imple- 
mented by the departments other than the Welfare Department like the Agriculture and 

Housing Departments could also he adopted exclusively for Scheduled Castes. All the 
departments concerned were addressed for supplying details of such schemes, ` 
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3. So as to associate public opinion with the formulation of the schemes to be financed, 
from the Temporary Taxation proceeds, the then Local Government and Welfare Minister, 
Punjab, also requested public men i.e.. legislators etc.. to send their suggestions for formu- 
lating these schemes. A meeting of Harijan M.L.As.M.L.Cs. was also held on 14th September, 
1964, to elicit their views regarding schemes for utilization of the Temporary Taxation 
proceeds. As decided by the Harijan Legislators in that meeting, the matter is further 
proposed to be referred to a sub-committee to be constituted for the purpose. 

4. According to an estimate of the State Finance Department, an amount of 
Rs 386.00 lakhs has been collected under the Temporary Taxation measures. In the Finance 
Minister's speech on the Budget Estimates for the year 1964-65, it was inter alia, indicated 
that Government intended to add another sum of Rs 114.00 lacs to the Temporary Taxation 
proceeds thereby raising this amount to Rs 5.00 crores. The matter has since been examined 
by the Finance Department and it has been decided that it is neither necessary nor 
possible to arrange additional funds to the extent of Rs 114.00 lacs in the current financial 
year 1964-65. 

S. Asdecided by the Council of Ministers in their meeting held on the 7th September, 
1964 , a loan of Rs 2.00 crores will be advanced to Hari jans from the Harijan Kalyan Fund 
by the Revenue Department to enable Harijans to purchase surplus rural evacuee land 
acquired in the Package Deal. The ownership of land by the Harijans is expected to 
improve their social and economic conditions and is thus covered by the purposes of the 
Temporary Taxation Act. f 
STATEMENT No. 6 


Whether it is a fact that Shri Surrinder Sirgh Kairon Stayed in an unauthorized 
manner in kaka Nagar Rest-House during the period of Chief Ministerhip of his 
father and that he made several telephone calls from the Rest House. It is further 
stated that many thousands of rupees are outstandirg agairst Shri Surrinder Singh 
Kairon as arrears of rent and telephone charges. It is also pointe out that the General 
Manager submitted all these matters to the Care-Taker Government of Shri Partap 
Singh Kairon, but no action was taken. It is also stated that po action to recover 
these d 165 has b2en taken by the present Government. It involves a loss of thousands of 
rupees to the State Excheuqer. 

It is a fact that Shri Surrinder Singh Kairon stayed in an unauthorized manner in 
Kaka Nagar Rest Camp, New Delhi, during the period of Chief Ministership of his father 
and that he made several telephone calls from the Rest Camp. 


Regarding his stay, he made some entries in the register and paid an amount of 
Rs 277.81 as rent charges, etc., but in some cases he did not make entry and payment. 


Telephone Trunk calls amounting to Rs 4,196.30 are still outstanding against him. 
Bills for the same were presented to him many times by officials but he had been putting 
them off on the pretext that he would get them checked by his Accountant and then make 
payment. Bills were finally sent to him under registered cover on 24th June, 1964. The 
Executive Engineer personally went to Chandigarh to contact him at Chandigarh specifi- 
cally for the purpose, when Shri Surrinder Singh promised to make payment in the 3rd week 
of August, 1964. The Executive Engineer went again to Chandigarh, but Shri Surrinder 
Singh was not available. 


The case was referred by the General Manager, Bhakra Dam, to the Chief Secretary 
to Government, Punjab, who has advised that action in a court of law should be taken, 
Further legal action will be taken in consultation with the Legal Remembrancer. 


STATEMENT No. 7 


^ Call Attention Notice No. 68 
Sardar Tara Singh Layalpuri, M.L.A.: To draw the attention of the Minister 
concerned towards the fact that nearly four thousands Government tube-wells are working 
in the State at present and recovery thereof their bills is made after every six months from 
the cultivators but the recovery of bills in respect of private tube-wells owned by the cultiva- 
tors is made from them every month which results in great hardship to the cultivators and 
often, due to non-payment of bill, the connections of tube-wells are cut off and their 
crops are damaged. It also affects the food situation in the State. Therefore, the mode 
2 recovery of bills in respect of private and Government tube-wells should be identi- 
cal. 


“The cost of energy consumed by the State owned (Irrigation Branch) Tube-wells is 
realised monthly by the Board from Irrigation Branch as from other consumers. The cost 
ot water supplied to the cultivators from these tube-wells is realised by the Qovernment 
(Irrigation Branch) direct. 
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However, it has been decided by the Board that advance payments from agricultural 
consumers may be accepted half yearly at the time of harvesting of crops. The amounts 
thus received in advance are adjusted towards monthly bills of the consumers who are in- 
formed of the balance of amount of the consumers thus deposited 
after adjusting the bill at the end of each month. In case the 
consumers avail of this facility they are not only saved of the botheration of pay- 
ment of bills monthly, but also there is little chance of their being dis-connected on accoun t 
of default in payment of energy bills. A copy of the Board's circular letter No. 
2724 /3391-EB-50, dated 22nd February, 1963, regarding collection of cash from consumer s 
in rural areas, is enclosed. It is, not possible for the Board to accept payments of energy 
bills on half-yearly basis without advance payments as provided in these instructions because 
that will lead to accumulation of huge arears, which may be difficult to recover subsequently > 
particularly in cases where the tube-wells ceases to work for any reason. Moreover the 
arrears of the Board in such cases cannot be recovered as arrears of land revenue while the 
arrears of water-charges of Irrigation Branch can be so recovered.

Collection of cash from consumer in rural areas. 


In the meeting of the P.S.E.B. Consulatative Council held at Patiala on the 8th 
July, 1960, it was suggested by one of the Members that the bills from the rural consumers 
should becollected quarterly or half-yearly so as to synchronize with the harvesting seasons. 
This suggestion was not, however, agreed to as it would have resulted in heavy  accumlati cn 
of arrears of revenue. 


In order, however, to facilitate the rural consumers to make advance payments in 
lump sum at the time of the harvesting season when their liquid position is much sound, it 
has been decided to accept deposits from them in advance. The following instructions are 
issued for the acceptance of such dvance deposits and for the procedure to be followed for 
adjustment of such deposits towards their monthly bills:— 


(i) Even under the existing instructions the consumers are at liberty to make 
payments in excess of the amounts due from them. 


(ii) Rural consumers should be encouraged to make advance deposits at the time 
of harvesting the crops whenever their financial position is sound. These 
advance deposits should be replenished by them periodically as and when 
they are in a position to do so. 


(iii) Advance receipts should be issued to the consumer quite distinctly from 
Security deposits. 


(iv) The rural consumers should be informed every month of the balance standing 
in their accounts through monthly energy charges bill by means of minus 
figures. 


(v) Asand when the amount of an advance deposite is exhausted and the consu- 
mer fails to replenish the amount of the advance deposit he should be 
dealt with as an ordinary defaulter. It will thus be the sole responsibility of the 
consumer to replenish the deposits regularly. 


(vi) The meters of the consumers should be read and the bills for energy and rental 
charges etc. prepared every month. | 


(vii) In case there is any difficulty in the matter of accepting these deposits or for 
their adjustment, the matter should be referred to this office for clarification

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Brahman of Pundri, was summonedby ASI Chandu Lal of CIA Staff, 
Panipat on 29th September, 1964, as some points were to be got clarified 
from himin the Dresence of Net Ram since admitted to the Civil Hospital 
Panipat. At about 8 A.M. Shri Brahma Nand went to ease himself near 
a pond infront of the CIA building, but he did not return. After about 
half an hour, one Richpal Singh, a grazier, informed that he had seen one 
person drowning in the pond. The ASI accompanied by some respectables, 
rushed to the spot and got Shri Brahma Nand out of the pond. He was 
given first aid by Dr. Nehchal Dass, a private practitioner, but he did not 
survive. S.I. Teja Singh was sent to village Pundri to bring some relatives 
ef the deceased to associate with the postmortem, but none turned up. The 
Postmortem examination was conducted by the Assistant Surgeon, Civil 
Hospital, Panipat who did not detect any injury on his person and opined 
that the death was due to asphyxia caused by drowning. The dead body 
was handed over to the deceased’s father on 30th September, 1964. 


4. A judicial enquiry vnder section 176 Criminal Procedure Code 
was conducted by Shri R. M. Puri, SDM Panipat. After holding the 
elaborate eng iry from the persons of the locality and from those who 
might have bee: ^cquainted withthe facts and the circumstances of the 
cause o^ “eath of Brahma Nand 1808085601, the SDM found that the death 
was due to drowning. The finding was sent to D. M., Karnal, for his- 
information, as required under law. He did not however, fully agree 
with the manner and mole of the enquiry and suggested further 
investigation as also the registration of a case 


5. Accordingly a case FIR No. 180/64 under section 304 Indian 
Penal Code was registered at Police Station Sadar, Panipat. After 
making a thorough inves iga ion, the Investigating Offi er, arrived at the 
conclusion that Shri Brahma Nand died after drowning an? that none of 
the Police Officials had any hand in the matter, The Deputy Superinten- 
dent of Police, who is the supervisory officer of this Police Station, also 
verified the investigation thoroughly and he concurred with the observations 
made by t^e Investigating Of icer.

Sowings of kharif crops this year have been both timely and normal. However, 
incessant rains and floods have damaged the standing crops in some areas. The following 
measures have been taken to ensure availability of foodgrains atre asonable rates :— 


(a) Onthe persistent demand of the State Government, the Government of India 
eventually agreed to enforce Zonalrestrictions on the movement of wheat 
and wheat products and these restrictions are to stay stillatleastthe ^ next 
harvest. . 


(b) The Punjab Gram Regulation of Diséribution Order, 1964 has teen enforced, 
under which a foodgrainlicensee canexport only i/3rdofgram stccks held 
by him on the 12th June, 1964 and 1/3rd of stccks purchased by him after 
this date from the producer in a mandi. “4 


(c) The State Government have been authorised by the Government of India to 
regulate distribution of wheat products manufactured by the Roller 
Flour Mills in the Punjab. 


(d) About 60,000 tonnes indigenous wheat has been purchased for meeting imme- 
diate (bothinternalandexternal) requirements. Morestocksare proposed 
to be purchased for issue to consumers at fixed prices during the loan 
months. Meanwhile, wholemeal imported wheat atta is being sold at fair 
price shops at 44 paise per kilogram. 


(e) Rice is being sold at fair price shops at 87 paise per kilogram and basmati 
56 paise per kilogram begmi exclusive of sales tax at thescaleof one kilo 
per head per month and for habitual rice eaters at six kilos per head per 
month. 
(f) Anti-smuggling measures have been tightened up to soasnot to allow any 
h illegal export of wheat, gram and rice. 


(g) The provisions of thenew Punjab Foodgrains Dealers Licensing Order, 1964, 
are being rigidly enforced and stocks returned being submitted by the 
licensee are invariably scrutinized.

- Steps taken to Hold the Price Line 


(i) On the persistent demand zi the State Goverment, the Government of India 
eventually agreed to enforce zonal restrictions on the movement of wheat 
and wheat products and these restrictions areto stay at least till next harvest. 


(ii): The Punjab Gram (Regulation of Distribution) Order, 1964, has been en- 
forced, under which a foodgrains licensee can export only 1/3rd of gram 
stocks held by him on the 12th June, 1964 and 1/3rd of stocks purchased 
by him after this date fro m the producer in a. market. 


(iii) The State Government: have been authorised by the Government of India 
to regulate the distribution of wheat products manufactured by roller flour 
Mills in the Punjab, 


(iv) 3,500 fair price shops are functioning in the various towns of the State for 
the sale. of sugar and rice. Out of these, wholemeal atta is being sold a, 
1,500 fair price shops at 44 paise per kg. 
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(v) About 60,000 tonnes indigenous wheat has been- purchased ; for meeting 
immediate (Both internal and external) requirements. More stocks 
are proposed to be purchase for issue to consumers at fixed prices during 
the lean months. Meanwhile, wholemeal imported wheat atta is being 
sold at fair price shops at 44 paise per kg, | 


(vi) Rice is being sold at fair price shops at 87 paise per kilo bas mati and 56 paise 
per kilo begmi exclusive of sales tax at the scale of one kilo per head per 
month for non-habitual rice eaters and at six kilos per head per month 
for habitual rice eaters. ro | 


(vii) Anti-smuggling measures have been tightened up so as not to allow ahy 
illegal export of wheat, gram and rice. 


(viii) The provisions of the new Punjab Foodgrains Dealers Licensing Order, 
| 1964, are being rigidly enforced and stock returns being submitted by the 
licensees are, invariably, scrutinized. 


(ix) The Government of India was approached and they have agreed to keep - 
so me stocks of imported wheat in the Punjab, for issue to consu mers through 
fair price shops in the lean months. ` | 


(x) The Govern ment of India was requested by the C.M. at personal level for 


the supply of ful quota of imported wheat to the roller 
flour mills. They have assured that supply of imported wheat to the 
mills would improve from October, 1964. | 


(xi) The available monthly quota of sugar (13,300 tonnes) is being distributed 
in the State through fair price shops in the urban areas and through 
co-operative societies in the rural areas. During the past 6 weeks the 
retail prices of sugar have been reduced by 5 paise per kg. and the 
revised rates are as follows:— 


Ordinary | sugar; 1.35 per kg. 
Superior sugar; 1.39 per kg. 


(xii) 25,750 tonnes gur was obtained from U.P. tó keep the prices of gur under 
check in the State tillthe movement restrictions were relaxed by U.P. Govern:

(xiv) The Punjab Prevention of Profiteering and Hoarding Order, 1963 was 
enforced with effect from the 28th November, 1963. It inter-alia provides 
that no person shall draw sugar on distribution card with more persons .

(xv) Government owned fair price shops have been set up at Chandigarh, Nangal 
and Simla for general public. . 


(xvi) 16 Central Co-operatve Consumer Stores, with anet-work of 127 branches, 

; have been opened in 16towns having more than 50,000 population. Almost 
all the big industrial establish ments have opened fair price shops for the 
benefit of their workers. The Food and Supplies Depart ment helps these . 

shops in procuring scarce articles. | 


(xvii) Government To fair price shops have also been started in- some 
towns of the State for the sale of essential articles of daily at reasonable 
rates. | E 

(xviii) An order namely the Punjab Commodities Price Marking and Display 
Order was enforced which requires all dealers to display or mark the 
Prices of essential articles specified therein. This helps the consumer to . 
Verify competitive prices for various categories of articles displayed and to 
make purchases from the cheapest sources, | 
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(xix) The Punjab Food Economy and Guest Control Order, 1964 has been 
enforced with effect from the 24th June, 1964. According to this order, 
no person or body of persons acting either jointly or severally at or in 
connection with one or more parties, entertainments, social or Other 
functions, including functions in connection with marriages and 
funerals, shall on any one day distributes or provide for consumption or 
accept or contribute for service or distributicn for ccnsu mption , any eat 
ables containing wheat, rice and edible products other than biscuits, cakes 
and pasteries, prepared from wheat or rice, to more than 100 Persons 
including the host at ordinary parties and 100 persons excluding host at 
marriages and funerals. 


(xx) A High Powered Com mittee is looking into the whole case of increasing the 
agricultural production under the Chair manship of the Ho me Minister. 


The State Government will continue to keep a careful watch over the situation, 
and willtake such measures as may be considered necessary in the public interest, fro m 
ti me to time: 


STATEMENT II | 
Prime Minister's House 
New Delhi-11. 


| " 7th August, 1964. 
My dear Chief Minister, 


More than a month has passed since we last met in New Delhi to discuss the food 
situation. The position has continued to cause the deepest concern to all of us and that 
is why I à m writing to you personally on the subject. 


2. Y do not want to go into the statistical or economic explanaticns of the causes 
ufiderlying the present crisis. We have to face the situation asitistoday. The shortage 
of foodgrains has caused serious problems and whatever may be the reason, the Govern- 
ment have to increase the supplies to the people. As animmediate measure, : Govern ment 
have no alternative but to import cereals fro m abroad and as quickly as possible. Despite 
the fact that we are short of foreign exchange, we are doing everything possible to import 
all that we can in the shortest possible time. We have already arranged for import of 
rice to the extent of 71,000 tons from Pakistan and 10,000 tons fro m Thailand, while we 
are tiying fo arrange for a further 50,000 tons fro m Thailand and 60,000 tcns fro m Ca mbo- 
dia on a barter basis. In addition to this, the United States have offered us 3,00,000 tons 
of rice, of which we hope to import 2,00,000 tons within the period August, to December. 


3. It is regrettable that wheat production last year was poor and we are in short 
supply of wheat also. But under PL 480 Program me of the United States, supplies have 
been and can be stepped up substantially. According to latest infor maticn, 5,C0,CCO tons 
of wheat will be shipped from the U.S.A. during the month of August. 


4. Some time back there was bunching of ships in the ports of Calcutta and Bo mbay. 
There was some trouble about unloading of ships carrying foodstuffs. Quick steps were 
taken to remove the difficulties of the workers and it seems that the situation has improved 
considerably of late, and the number of waiting ships, especially of foodstuffs is not many, 
Nevertheless, 1 would like to appeal to everyone working in the ports in whatever capacity 
to remember that foodgrains are vital for the com munity and workers should not in any, 
way become responsible for aggravating the present complicated situation. 


5. It has been decided to divert ships to different ports in the coming months, so 
that there is the minimum of delay and the delivery of grains to different states also becomes 
easier and quicker. The Railways have also been advised to givetop priority to the move- 
ment of foodgra ins and already the quota of wagons has been stepped up to as much as 
double in many instances. In keeping with the tempo of movement fro m the ports, the 
arrival of ships will i mprove. 


6. Ifeelthat theimpact of larger imports would begin to be felt by the end of this 
month. In between, and even thereafter, it is essential that our own domestic production 
should reach consu mers all over the country witb the minimum of interference and hold 
up. The restrictions which exist on movements from State to State and zone to zone 
haveto be operated as instru ments of an integrated All India Policy. 
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And without undue partiality towards the needs of surplus States. Not all the stocke 


“of food grains are in the hands of Govern ment. Central or State. Large quantities are in 


the hands of the trade. This is natural. What is wrong is that traders with stocks should 
conceal them rather than brine them in the market: Your Governments have been taking 
action in different States to brine out the concealed stocks. Personally‘ TI would be happier 
if these stocks were freely marketed by the trade itself, but the traders have not left us 
‘much room for hope: Itis possible that they may have the fear that once they bring out 
the stocks. they would be exposed to nenalities. They are surely liable to penalties, but in 
the special situation existing today. when foodgrains must find their way into the market 
I-would go to the extent of suggesting to you not to take any penal action where any trade, 
or stockist brings into the open within the next two weeks any stocks of foodgrains not 
Previously declared. The stocks may further be allowed to be sold in the open market 
ata reasonable price. However. after thelapse ofthe period of grace, firm measures 
will have.to be taken as has already been done in some places. I do not want to say more 
about this point , as already more than enough has been said, and it is now ti me that the 
fir m action to be taken speaks for itself. I can only express the hope that even now the 
private trade will respond to my appeal. willtake into account the bitterness that is being 
created against them, and will so conduct the mselves that such fir m measures do not become 
Necessary. | | 


7 Cities, of course, are our main problem, but in some of the State shortage and 
scarcity has affected the rural areas also and there has been lot of suffering on that account. 
I think that the bigger cities of our country, especially those like Calcutta, Bo mbay, Madras, 
and Delhi will have to be dealt with in a special way. Jf it becomes essential, we should 
be prepared to introduce rationing in these cities. We must have the necessary machinery . 
at least in the larger cities so that whenever the need arises, it could be brought into play at 
short notice. The Union Finance Minister has already offered to meet part of the cost of 
the Enforcement Staff, and I do hope that you will go ahead with the setting up of this 
machinery. 


8. Inthe rural areas, the supplies should be made through fair price shops and the 
trade in the rural areas should also play its part. I do hope the Panchayats will take upon 
the mselves a special responsibility in the present situation. Each and every village Pan- 
chayat should keep an eye on every man in the village to see that there is no starvation 
Panchayats will also be in a position to know easily the persons with who m the stocks are 
available. They should use persuasive. methods to bring the stocks out, In case they 
do not succeed, they should bring it to the notice of the authorities concerned. They will 
thus be doing a great service to the people of their areas. Presidents of Panchayats and other 
Office-bearers of the Panchayats should make it their duty to move about in the villages in 
the course of the next two months and take necessary measures to try and solve their 
own problems as much as they can. The District authorities should try to do their best 
and cooperate with them in this matter. | 


. 9. Similarly, there are many ways in which the people in the cities can help themselves. 
The larger hotels and restaurants who serve a wide variety of dishes can easily cut down 
their consumption of riceand wheat. Those who are non-vegetarians can easily curtail 
their consumption of cereals.S milarly it may be good to cut out rice from our meals, 
esPecially in areas like Punjab, Delhi, Uttar Pradesh, Rajasthan and Madhaya Pradesh. 
This may be done at least for one month. Those who cannot do without rice may at least 
wut it out one day in a week, 


10. WhileIhavelaid much emphasis on theim mediate issues and short-ter m action, 
the Govern ment of India have prepared their long term measures also. Our Food and 
Agriculture Minister, Shri Subra mania m has, in his press State ment, given an indication of 
what is proposed to be done. The imports, of course, will have to continue and perhaps 
in a larger measure so that we can built up the necessary reserves. This reserves should 
consist both of indigenous as well as imported cereals. Different steps will have to 
be taken to procure foodgrains indigenously fro m the producers without causing the 
least harassment to them. We must start thinking of these measures fro m now on because 
within another two or three months the kharif harvest will be coming in. That will be 
real testing time for us and we cannot afford to be found unprepared. 


11. Theidea of the Food grains Corporation has already been mooted by the Food 
and Agriculture Minister and he is going abead with the scheme. It could procure direct 
from the cultivators.as well as fro m the wholesalers and rice and flour mills. Itis expected 
t hat the State Food Trading body will start functioning fro m January next. 
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12. The most Í mportant thing for going into the market for purchase of cereals is 


` the fixation of a reasonable price for the producer. If the producer gets remunerative 


‘prices he would himselflike to part with his grain willingly. It has been decided 
“that the producers’ prices will be fixed and announced much before the sowing season so 
that the producer will know what would be the price he will get and put in his best. The 
“setting up of an Agricultural Prices Co m mission is also being considered and a Com mittee 
“has been set up to go into the details and draw up the final scheme. This work will be 
completed very soon and the Com mission will come into existence thereafter. | 


13, The main solution of the food problem is neither import nor making up the 
shortagethrough other means. Thereal andeffective solution isincreased production and 
the cultivator will have to be given all the facilities to increase his production. Ifonly the 
cultivator and the Government authorities as well as public organisations work In full 
co-operation it should not be impossible to have a sizable increase in our production. I 
know thereis not muchsense in speaking about it ; let the results speak for the success of 
our efforts. The kharif crops have already been sown. Something can still be done to 
improve theyield ofthekharifcrops by measures, such as use of fertilizers, proper weeding, 


timely irrigation, pest control,etc., and I would appeal to the cultivators and the extension 
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workers to do every thingpossiblein thisdirection. An even greatertrial for Government 
as well as the cultivator will be when the rabi crops are to be sown, and we must start 
making our preparation from now on. As I have said earlier, it would be advisable for 
ministers and others to make frequent visits to the villages and see things for themselves. 
I have said the same about myself also and I would try to do my bitinthis regard. 


14. The importantstep recently taken by the Food and Agriculture Minister is to 
fix theconsumer prices for rice inthefour Southern States of Andhra, Madras, Mysore 
and Kerala, This is a bold step, but the success will lie in its proper enforcement. It is 
therethat difficulties might arise. On the one hand,thetrade willhave to co-operate 
and onthe other, the district administration should remain vigilant all the time. If the 
trade does not co-operate, the administration. will have to deal with the situation. I 
50713 times feel that administration today suffers from the fact that too many people are 
content with dest work and leave the field work to junior officials of various kinds. The 
age of consumer prices would prove a failure unless the district administration does 
its job. | 


15. While weare inthe midst of food grain shortage, Ihave asked the different 
ministries concerned to consider the question of prices of some otheritems of goods whi h 
are also essential for our day to day life. Sometimes the prices of these articles lead to 
an. -increasein prices of. foolgrains Someoftheseitemare cloth, vegitable oils, Sugar 
mathces,- kerosene, tea, soap and Vanaspati. It is important to fix thepricesof these 
items and properly enforcethem. These products are of interest to the common man and 
to thelow income groups generally. Promot action has already been taken in regard to the 
fixation of prices of popular varieties of cloth and it has been decided not to leave it to 
voluntarycontrol. We should asin other countries, generally adopt the practice of goods 
beingsold atfixed prices. In fact there should be display of prices for all essential commo- 
dities and they should be sold only at those prices. It should become, more or less. a 
matter. of habit for the producer and the seller to know and understand that there will be. 
no. undue profiteering at anytime. This may taketime but we must movein that direction. 
Willit be possible for some of the shopkeepers at least to set an example ? Let it be the duty 
of their Associations or other voluntary organisations to give a lead in this regard. I 
am sure that if they do it they will create.tremendous goodwill for themselves and also 
truly serve the people. | x 


16. Iwould also like to suggest that there should be as many consumer co-operative 
societiesas possible. There may be shortcomings in their working. but the public workers 
should try their level best to runthem satisfactorily. Consumer Co-operative Socie- 
tiesdo give much relief to their members especially in these hard times. They sell article < 
atafixed price and the quality is also generally better. | 


| 17. May I mention here that recently special checks were carried out quietly in 
Delhiin order to study the retail prices of some of the commodities. It was found that 
thereis a premium of 1 paisa over the printed price of matches. But in one area one shop 
quoted astillhigherprice. Inonecasein regard to purchase of sugar, the receipt was not 
given and the rate charged wasalso higher. There was also a heavy premiumon

"i whole, except for some variation here and there, prices of medicines were the same all 
E over the city. Philips electrict bulbs and Dalda Vanaspati are being sold at stamped 
prices and ratesfixed by the manufacturers respectively. Itis obvious that officers should 


frequently go round and find out for themselves if the products are sold at prices fixed 
by:Goverfment. Prompt and effective action in handling a few cases will have a Tonic 
effect. Eventhis may not be necessary. if the people concerned only know that the autho- 
rities are going around and keeping a close watch on the situation. It is therefore, essen- 
tial that the officials realise their full responsibilities. 


.. 18, Iam told that some kind of demoralisation has set in among the Officials. I 
am sorry to hear ofit. I would advise them to act without fear or favour. They must act 
boldly, and Government will lend them full support. Asthethings are going to be very 
difficult in the next few months. I want officers not to suffer from any doubts. They are 
the agents of the Government to execute its policies and programmes. If they hesitate in 
the execution and enforcement of the schemes drawn up by Government, however good 


these may be, they will not succeed. 


19. May also appeal to you all to keep foremost in mind the need to co-operate 
| amongst ourselves if we are to tide over this crisis. Harassed as you are by your own 
i by difficulties, it is only natural that you should be inclined to impose various restrictions 
and enforce measures that might help to ease thesituation in your own state even though 
they cause greater difficulties in the neighbouring States. Unless the States co-operate 
with oae another keeping the all-India picture in mind, we shall only be adding to our 
difficulties. . There is a natural tendency for surplus States to hold on to their stocks 
sothatthe position doesnotdeteriorateintheirownareas. ButifeveryStatethatissurplus 
in any commodity (and it need not be foodgrains) decides to reserve the major portion 
of that commodity for itself, then things will become altogether imposible. I would, 
therefore, appeal to you all that whatever the temptation, you may please not take any 
measuresthat willadd to the difficulties of other States; and I can assure you thatthe Govern 
J ment of India willspare no effort to seethat you are not made to suffer on account of any 

| co-operation or help that you mightextend to those who arein greater need. 


2). I would also appealto  theleaders and members of the political parties. 
They have every right to criticise the Government and the present situation they sould have 
and rally do have fullopportunity to expose the deficiencies of the Government. They can 
also publicly lodge their anger and protest. Government would really benefit by taking 
into account this expression of feelings. However, I do not know if it would be advisable 
to resort to direct action. Some ofthe parties are already doingit and some others have 
decided to launchit sooner or later. Thisis not good either for the Government or forthe 
A political parties. and certainly not forthe people. I do not deny that some of the criticism 
against us is justified, but in the next two months; we have to do our best with the co-opera- 
tion of allto tide overthe immediate crisis. I have no doubt that things willdefinitelyim- 
prove as soon as cereals have arrived from abroad in this and the next month. Our new 
stocks of inlig:nous rice will also start arriving in the market in the month of October. 


-. 21. May I say in all humility that the present situation calls for a national all-party 
approach. There really is no alternative in a difficult situation like this where the question 
of availability of food is involved. The subject matter is so vital that it demands common 
constructive thinking among all parties, between the Government and the Opposition, 
between the administration and the people, between the Centre and the States. If sucha 
spirit emerges out of the present crisis. I am sure it would be good for us and good for the 


country as a whole. 


. 22. At muchof what I have said concerns not merely the State Government but also 
others, labour leaders political leaders, members of the trade. etc. - I am taking the jj 


liharty of giving a copy of this letter to the press, as well.

Holding of Price Line

Shri Ram Kishan : A detailed note giving various steps taken by 
Government to hold the price line is given below: 


Rise in prices is an all India problem. The economy of Punjab is not an isolated or 
closed one and is, therefore, subject to the general trend of stresses and strains on prices 
throughout the country. The Labour Bureau, Government of India, is engaged with 
the compilation of the Consumer Price Index for the working classes in respect of various 

, places selected by them. With 1949 as the base year, the Consumer’s All India Index 
4 for April, 1964 (latest available) stood at 144, for Bombay 1962, for Madrass 159, for 
N Madhya Pradesh 157, for Orissa 156, and for Delhi 146. It has been 126 for Punjab 
A and only Assam and Rajasthan have lower indices of 121 and 124 respectively. From 


this, it is clear that the working class index in the Punjab is amongst the lowerst in the 
coun try. 
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In consonance with the policy of the Government of India, the State Government 
are taking all possible steps to meet the situation, some of which are enumerated below:— 


(i) To check the rise in price of wheat during the lean months of 1963-64, large " 
stocks of imported wheat were obtained from the Central Government and over 7,000 +. | 
fair price shops were opened all over the State for sale of wheat atta to the consumer at i 


44 paise per kg. 


| (ii) As large exports of wheat from the Punjab were mainly responsible for the rise 
in prices, the Government of India was approached to ban the export of weat from the 
Punjab. Eventually interzonal restrictions on the movement of wheat were imposed b y 
the Government of India with effect from 23rd March 1964. Zone I comprises of the 
the States of Punjab, Delhi and Himachal Pradesh while there are no restrictions on the 
movement of wheat!wheat products to Jammu & Kashmir. 


It has been explained to the Government of India that production of wheat (27.39 
lac tons) this year in the Punjab is just sufficient to meet the requirements of the Zone. 
They have assured us that the Zones will not be disturbed till the next harvest. 


(iii) We have good anti smuggling arrangements which have been forstressed in view 
of the high prices across the border States Le. U.P. and Rajasthan. There are 28 
barriers and check posts set up at the starategic points on the roads leading to these 
States. It is further proposed to strengthen our mobile units in this border area. Arrange 
ments are being made to provide one jeep in each of the seven border districts for intensi- 
fying anti-smuggling measures.

(iv) Over 56,000 tonnes of indigenous wheat have been acquired by the Food & 
Supplies Department from the traders. In addition 3,631 tonnes of wheat have been 
purchased by the State Government under the price support scheme. 45,000 tonnes 

ot wheat out of the stocks thus acquired from the local stockists have been placed at the 
disposal of the Government of India for supply to U.P., Maharshtra and Gujrat etc. 
The remaining stocks are being used for issue to consumers through fair price shops in 
the form of atta. 


(v) The Government of India have agreed to keep some stocks of imported wheat 
in the Punjab. These stocks will be used for issue to consumers through fair price shops ` 
in the lean months. 


(vi) With a view to reducing pressure on the local wheat markets and to help the र 
roller flour mills off the market they are allowed to grind only imported wheat. They | 
have also been asked to sell their products of atta, maida, suji etc., at controlled rates 
in accordance with the permits issued by the Food & Supplies Department. The supply | 
of imported wheat by the Government of India has not been satisfactory on account of 
labour strike at the docks about a couple of months ago and the more urgent need 

of supplies to the deficit States. The Government of India, at the highest level, have been ' 
approached to supply full quota of 30,000 tonnes of imported wheat per month. They 

have assured that the supply of imported wheat to the Mills would improve from October, 

1964. 


(vii) 1,500 fair price shops are functioning in the various towns of the State for 

the sale of whole-meal atta at 44 paise per kg. About 100 fair price shops have been 

Started in the flood-affected areas of Rohtak and Gurgaon Districts for providing relief 
to the flood stricken people. 


. (viii) The common rates of or dinary wheat in the Punjab are the lowest in the 
Country. These rates were Rs 48.00 (Moga market) per quintal on 4th September, 
1964. Insome other States the rates are higher by about Rs 20.00 to Rs 30.00 per quintal 
as compared to Punjab. 


(ix) Gram crop in the Punjab, this year, was severely damaged by frost followed by 
continuous drought. As a result the production declined by about 4 lakh tons. Partial 
restrictions on the export of gram and gram products were imposed under the Punjab 
Gram (Regulation of Distribution) Order, 1964. Had these restrictions not been impos- 
sed, there would have been further decline in the availability of gram and gram products 
and consequently the prices must have further gone up. 


(x) Rice is being sold through fair price shops, at fixed prices, throughout the State; 
the quantum is 1 kg per head per month for non-habitual rice eaters and 6 kg per head 
per month for habitual rice eaters. 
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\ (xi) The available monthly quota of sugar (13,300 tonnes) is being distributed in 
A the State through fair price shops in the urban areas and through co-operative societies 
ya in the rural areas. During the past 6 weeks the retail prices of sugar have been reduced 
, by 5 paise per kg. and the revised rates are as follows 
Ordinary sugar .. 1.35 per kg. 
Superior sugar T 1.39 per kg. 


a unique feature of our controlled distribution of sugar is that it is sold at uniform 
retail rates throughout the State including the far flug areas of Lahaul & Spiti and other 
remote villages. 


(xii) 25,750 tonnes gur was obtained from theUttar Pradesh to keep the prices of 
gur under check in the State till the movement restrictions were relaxed by the U.P. 
Government in August, 1964. Besides, allotment of 5,000 tonnes khandsari has been 
obtained. A request for the allotment of another 5000 tonnes more has also been made 
to the U.P. Government 


(xii) A High Powered Committee is looking into the whole case of increasing the 
agricultural production under the chairmanship of the Home Minister. 


Y (xiv) The Government of India was requested to make an allotment of 25,000 
tones of cement in connection with the colossal damage caused by the floods so that the 
affected persons could be helped for construction!repair of necessary shelter for their 
families. An alootment of 15,000 tonnes of cement has since been made  bythe 
Government of India.

(xv) The Government fair price shops are working at Chandigarh, Simla and 
Nangal. But for these shops the prices in these towns would have further shot up

l. Short Title. —These Rules may be called the Punjab Panchayat Service Rules,

3. Number of character of posts.—The Service shall comprise the posts shown in 
Appendix “A” provided nothing in this rule shall affect the inherent right of Govern- 
ment to make additions to, or reductions in, the *cadre of the Service either per- 
manently or temporarily

on the advice of a Selection Board appointed by Government in the manner given

Officer or a Panchayat Officer promoted to the higher rank, shall, before 
assuming independent charge of his duties, be réquired to undérgo a 
course Of training specified in Appendix C to these rules. 


= 5, Nationality, age and other qualifications of candidates.—No person shall be ap- 
Pointed: to the Service unless he:— 


(i) “is a National of the Indian Dominion. 

(ii) (a) is not less than twenty-one and not more than thirty years of age; 
provided that Government may, in special circumstances, relax. the 

f p provisions of this part of the rule ; : 


(b) Is a Graduate of recognised Indian University or of a foreign University 
for appointment as Divisional Inspector of Panchayats or has passed the 
Intermediate examination of a recognised Indian University for appoint- 
ment as Panchayat Officer, or has passed the Matriculation. or. Hindi 
Bhushan or Parbhakar or Honours in Punjabi (Gyani) Examination ofa 
recognised Indian University for appointment as Assistant Panchayat 
Officer. It will be necessary that he should have experience of village 
life and of social service in rural areas for a period not léssthan 3 years, 
which should be certified by some responsible persons of the area; 


(iii) produces a certificate or certificates of character from thé principal 
academic officer of his university, college, or school, if any and also from 
two responsible persons, not being his relatives, who are well. acquainted 
with him in private life and not connected with his University, College or 
School, if any, and the Medical certificate required by Rule 3.1, Civil 

Services Rules (Punjab), Volume 1, Part 1. 

6. (1) Probation of 6 members of the Service.—Members of the Service who are 
appointed against permanent vacancies shallfremain on probation for a period of two 
years inthe case of persons recruited by direct appointment and for a period of one 
year in the case of persons recruited by promotion, from the date of appointment 
exclusive of any period of training or on leave (Punjab Government notification NO. 
$49-CR. 45 27442, dated the 19th October, 1945). 


(2) If the work or conduct of any member of the service during the period of 
probation is in the opinion of Government not satisfactory, Government may at any 
time dispense with his services. 


(3) On completion of the period of probation of any member of the Service 
Government may confirm such member in his appointment or if his work or conduct 
| has in the opinion of Government not been satisfactory, Government may extend the. 
period of probation or may dispense with his services.

*Note—Failure to pass within the period of probation such department exami- 
nation as may be prescribed unless Government have granted exemption from the 
examination, wil be considered unsatisfactory work or conduct for the 'purpose or 
sub-rule (3).

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7:29... seniority of members of the Service.—The seniority of members of the 
Service shall be determined by the dates of their confirmation in the Service; provided 
that if two or more members are confirmed on the same dates seniority shall be 
determined according to age, the older member being shown senior to the younger. 
Governm nt may, however, fix the seniority of the members for other valid grounds 
as well, and the decision of Government in such cases shall be final. 


8. Pay and travelling allowance.—Membes of the Service shall be entitled to pay 
and fixed travelling allowance as shown in Appendix "A" but nothing in this rule 
‘shall be deemed to divest the Provincial Government of their inherent right to in- 
crease or decreases the scales of pay or travelling allowance either permanently or 
or temporarily, as they may deem fit. 


“19, . Punishment and Appeal.—In matters relating to discipline penalities and appeals 
members ofthe Service shall be governed by the Punjab Civil Service (Punishment and 
and Appeal) Rules, 1940, or such other Rules as may be issued hereafter by com- 
petent authority in replacement of these Rules. The nature of the penalities which may 
be inflicted, the authority empowered to impose such Penalities and the appellate 
authoirty shall be as specified in Appendix ^B" here-to annexed. 


. 710. ¢ Leave, Pension ete.—In respect of leave, pension and other cognate matters, 
not specifically mentioned in these Rules, the members of the service shall be 
governed by such general rules as may be framed in that regard by the Governor of

. - 11. Liability to transfer.—Every member of the Service shall be liable to transfer 
anywhere within the Punjab. 


12. Liability for vaccination and re-vaccination for Publication for grounds of dismissal— 
Every member of the Service shall get himself vaccinated and  re-vaccinated 
when Government so directs by a special or general order. 

_-13. If a.member of the Service is dismissed by Government for misconduct, in 
respect of which there has been a departmental inquiry or an inquiry under the Public 
Servants Inquiry Act, 1850, or a conviction in a criminal court, Government may 
publish in the Government Gazette the reasons for such dismisal , if it is of opinion that

There shall be a course of training detailed below for a period not exceeding 
two months inclusive of the time spent in travelling. This period may be extended by 
the Director of Panchayats, Punjab, to 3 months in individual cases, if necessary.

(4) Appointments to the posts of Junior Clerks shall be made by direct recuritment 


with the exception that a Restorer of the Panchayat Department will be eligible for pro- 
motion as a Junior Clerk. 


(5) Appointments to other posts in the Service shall be made — 


(a) by promotion of a member of the Service or 


(b) by transfer or deputation of an official already in the Government service, or 
(c) by direct recuritment I 


(6) When any vacancy occurs or it about to occur in the Service the Director shall 
determine the manner in which such vacancy shall be filled. 


(7) Appointment to any post by the promotion of a member of the service shall 
be made by selectionand official shallhave any claim to such appointméntas of right. 


PART III-—Conditions of Service 


8. Probabtion of members of Service.—(1) Members of the Service who are appint- 
ted against permanent vacnncies shallon appointment to any post specified in Appen- 
dix “A” remain on probation for a period of two years in the case of persons recruited by 
direct appointment and of one year in the case of members recruited otherwise 


Explanation.—Officiating service shall be reckoned as period spent on probation 
but no member who is officiating in any appointment shall, on the completion of one or 
two years in the service, as the case may beentitled to be confirmed until heis appoin- 
ted against a permanent vacancy. Service spent on deputation to a corresponding or 
high post may be allowed to count towards the period of probation fixed under this rule.

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(2) If the work or conduct of any member during his period of probation is, in the 
opinion of the Director not satisfactory, he may dispense with his services or revert bim 
to his former post if he has been recruited otherwise than by direct recruitmert or may 
extend the period of probation and thereafter pass such orders as he could have passed 
on the expiry of the first period of probation provided that the total period of probation 
including extensions if any shall not exceed three years in any case.

9. Seniority of members of service.—Yhe Seniority of members of the Service shall 
in so far determined as each of the posts specified in Appendix ‘A’ 1s concerned, be det- 
ermined by the date of confirmation in the post. 


Provided that if two or more members are confirmed in the same class of post on 
t he same date, seniority shall be determined according to pay, preference being given. to 
members drawing a hign rates of pay and if the rate of pay drawn is the same, seniority 
shallbe determined according to the length of service preference being given to the 
member having the longer service, and if the length of service is also the same senority 
shallbe determined according to age, the older member being senior to the younger. 


10. Pay of members of the service.—Members of the Service shall be entitled to 
pay as shown in appendix ‘A’ provided that nothing herein contained shallbe deemed to 
affect the inherent right of Government to increase or reduce the scales of pay either 
permanently or temporarily as they may deem fit. 


11. Leave pension etc.—In respect of leave pension and other congnate matters 
not specifically mentioned in these rules, the members of the Service shallbe governed 
by the Civil Serivces Rules (Punjab) issued by the Punjab Government under subsection 
(2) of section 241 of the Government of India, Act, 1935 and as amended from time to 
time. | 


12. Liability to transfers.—Clerks to Divisional Inspectors of Panchayats and 
Panchayat Officers will be liable to transfer under the orders of the Director to any sub- 
ordinate office of the Panchayat Department. 


13. Liability for vaccination and revaccination.—Every member of the Service 
shall have hims^lf vaccinated and re-vaccinated when Government so airects by a special 
or general order. This rule shall not however be applicable to members of the Service 
who were in permanent serviceon the 8th March, 1926 except with their concurrence. 


14. Discipline, penalities and appeals.—(1) In matters relating to discipline, 
punishment and appeals, members of the service shall be governed by the Punjab Civil 
Services (Punishment and Appeal) Rules, 1940, provided that the authority empowered 
to impose the penalities and the appe.late-authority shall be as specified in Appendix ‘B’ 


(2) The authority competent to make an order under clauses (c); (d) or (e)ofrule 
8 of the Punjab. Civil Services (Punishment and Appeal): Rules 1940. and  thieappellate 
authority shall be as specified in Appendix ‘C’. |

Mst respectfully we, the applicants, members of Gram Panchayat Ram Diwali Mussal- 
manan, Tehsil and District, Amritsar beg to lay down the following few lines fer your 
kind consideration and favourable consid ration :— 


1. That Shri Sham Singh is the Sarpach of our village Ram Diwali Musallmanan, 
Tehsil and District Amritsar. He has been a close associate of 
Shri Karion, the  Ex-Chief Minister of Punjab and has been harressing, 
we people-unnecessarily through Shri Sohan Singh of Dhoolka and Surinder 
Kairon the son of ex-Chief Minister. He has been causing havoc to the common 
masses. Moreover, we may add that presently the above said sarpanch has been 
acting so. The following complaints are against the said Sarpanch. 


1. That the above said sarpanch was also the Sarpanch of the previous panchayat and 
since then he has not been maintainig any accounts of the village panchyat. To our 
opinion he has mis-appropriated the accounts. We have requested him many times 
for furnishing the accounts, but has been putting us off all the time and giving the 
threats under the name of Shri Partap Singh Kairon. Shri Pall Singh, the secre- 
tary of the Panchayat has also been favouring him in this connection illegally. 


2. That during the panchayat meeting he often comes in drunken state and when asked 
for any question he used to pressusand ask usasto whoare you to ask 
him such like questions. Heis also saying that heis acting asa magistrate 
at present. Your honour will find the proof of the above said in the proceedings 
of the panchayat meeting held on 20th June, 1964. 


3. That we have been informed that no meeting will be held on 20th June, 19€4, 
but with the consent of the Secretary of Panchayat, the meeting was held previcus- 
ly and auctioned some portion of the Panchayat land and gave the same in auc- 
tion to his ownassociated interested and the remaining land was auctioned on 
5th July, 1964 inthe General Meeting. Moreover, in order to conceal his ill doings 
he blamed the members ofthe Panchayatin the panchayat proceedings, held, 
on 20th June, 1964, in the presence of sarpanch and only one member although 
there are 6 members and one sarpanch and hence they did something very 
unlawful on their part. 


4. We may bring to your kind notice that the one rupee coins (numbering abcut 
280-281) of Mughal Empire were found from the land in dug operation, which 
were entrusted to the Sarpanch Sham Singh, and the detail was get entered in the 
panchayat register, butinstead of depositingthesame inthe Government, treasury 
the sarpanch has misappropriated the same, which is against rules and regulaticns 
laid down in the panchayat Act. During the pericd of three years cnly cne 
General meeting was held although according to the rules six meetings are cught 
to be held and no accounts were given about the inccmeand experditurc ofthe 
village panchayat. The following works have be completed by way ofsocial service 
for whichhedid notpay anything. $. 
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(i) The roads have been levelled by the villagers by way of social service and no- 
. thing was paid by the village panchayat. . . . 
(ii) The phigni was also laid down by way of social service and without paying any- 
thing to the labours. 


(iii) That Sarpanch has mis-appropriated the amount spent for the constructions 
of bridges in the village. 


(iv) The Sarpanch Sham Singh sold two garders belonging to muslim and used the 
said amount in his personal works. He showed that he purchased new garders 
for panchayat ghar with the said amount, but it is not true. 


5. After the election for the female seat, Shrimati Surjit Kaur, wife of Mahain Singh 
Stood as a “candidate and there was no other candidate at that time 
against the said  Shrimati Supjit Kaur. With the mutual consent of 
Sham Singh Sarpanch and Secretay Pal Singh, they presented another name 1.6. 
Surjit Kaur wife of Puran Singh for female member, after passing one illegal 
and wrong resolution. This resolution is entered in the daily P (Record) 
After heavy struggle the first candiate Shrimati Surjit Kaur, wife of Mahian Singh 
got successful in obtaining her seat. This is also one example of Kairon's Shahi, 


5. That about 6 months ago, the ground of the village panchayat was surrounded by 
Tar and also constructing the burjies but now there is not sign of Tar or burjies and all 
this has been done by the Sarpanch in order to eat the panchayat funds. 


6. That as the above said Sarpanch has got close connections with the sons of Shri 
Partap Singh Kairon and also with the officers of the illaqa, therefore all this has been 
done with their help and we were unable to put allthis before your honour due to their 


pressure. 


7 That the members and villagers can also produce the evidence to prove the fact 
of the above mentioned allegations oposed against Sarpanch Sham Singh. 


Under the circumstances it is respectfully prayed that a competent officer of Chandigath

Members of this August House were given notice of by Sarvshri 
Ajit Kumar, Jagan Nath, Ram Rattan, Gurmail, Babu Dayal, Jagat Ram, 
Amar Singh, Fakiria, Ramdhari Gaur, Bhagirath Lal. Makhan Singh 
Tarsikka and Hardit Singh Bhattal, M.L.As. An appeal was made by the 
Leader of the House to the effect that these motions should be withdrawn. 
This appeal was supported by the Leader of the Opposition. The impression 
left on my mind was that all the motions were withdrawn, but as a matter 
of abundant precaution I wanted the movers of these motions to withdraw 
them in writing. All of them have withdrawn except the one of which 
notice was given by Com. Makhan Singh Tarsikka and Com. Hardit Singh 
Bhattal. Therefore, I am called upon to decide about its admissibility. 


It is an undoubted privilege of this House to expel any of its members 
if it feels that his conduct is unbecoming its dignity, in view of Article 19403) 
of the Constitution of India whereby the Legislatures in India enjoy 
the same powers, privileges and immunities as the House of Common of 
the U.K. at the commencement of the Constitution. 


The House is no doubt aware that this privilege was exercised by our 
Lok Sabha in 1951 in well known Mudgal case. 


In order to inform myself yet once again about my powers and duties 
with regard to a substantive motion of the kind with which we are dealing 
now and which involves the exercise of a very valuable privilege by this 
House and to discharge the weighty responsibility which has developed on 
my shoulders as the custodian of the rights and privileges of the House, 
I studied the relevant proceedings of the Lok Sabha and have obtained 
guidance from the valuable observations of the Hon. Speaker of the Lok 
Sabha in the said case. 148 
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[Mr. Speaker} 

In the said case, as reported at pages 10265 and 10267 in the Parlia- 
mentary Debates Vol. XII No. 20, dated June, 6, 1951, one of the points 
raised by an hon. Member was whether the hon, Speaker before allowing the 
motion had taken any steps to satisfy himself if that was the only course 
that was open under the circumstances and, secondly, whether he as the 
guardian of the privileges of the members of the House and their repu- 
tation, had thought that the matter had come to such a pitch and his 
conviction was so great that there was no other alternative except to place 
the motion before the House. In reply to that the Hon. Speaker made 
the following observations: 

AS the hon. Member has raised the Point I may say that I have applied my 
mind to the fullest Dossible extent to al! the details of the evidence, 


and it is my deliberate conclusion that there is undoubtedly a prima 
facie Case for an enquiry committee. Thatismy judgment. 


and furhter on also be observed : 


AS regards the question of Safeguarding the reputation of a Member 
I quite agree that, if there 18 no prima facie case and the case, 
rested merely on suspicion without evidence, then such a 
motion 4s that should not be permitted by me, 

In view of the above observations in the Mudgal case, and that is 
the only instance in the history of our Parliamentry institution in India 
where the privilege of expelling a member on account of mis-conduct 
was exercised , I am convinced that a duty is cast on me that I should 
come to a conclusion Whether a prima facie case was made 
out against the hon. Members who are sought to be expelled, before giving 
my consent to the moving of the motion. - 


The motion under consideration seeks the immediate expulsion ^ 
of Sardar Partap Singh Kairon, ex-Chief Minister and Shri Mohan Lal 
the ex-Home Minister from this House, on the ground that :

I have carefully and closely scanned not only the portions of the 
report to which he has drawn my attention but the report as a whole 
in order to find out if any prima facie case was established against the 
Hon. Members vis-a-vis the allegations made against them in the motion.

But I have not been able to find any conclusion of the Commission 
in so far as Pandit Mohan Lal is concerned which may prima facie subs- 
tantiate any of the allegations made against him. 
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The motion is so worded that it is not possible to split it up. Taking 

it as a whole, and 10626 it is one indivisible whole, making identical 

‘ charges against two Hon. Members, I am left with no option but to reject 

it, The hon. movers of this motion, if so advised may give notices of proper 
motions. 

In the end I would like to say a few words by way of caution. The 
privilege, important as it is, can become a dangerous weapon and should 
not be lightly invoked because it can result in far reaching and even dis- 
astrous consequences.

2. Investment, particularly investment in land, constitutes one of the most important 
problems to be faced by the State Government in the matter of regulation of prices and 
evolution of an healthy urban-land policy. While investment in this direction is to be 
encouraged, speculation must, equally forcefully, be discouraged. The problem really, 
therefore, is one of mo»ping up the unearned increase, that arise in land and property 
values and prices as a result of social growth. This is necessary if prices of land in de- 
veloped areas have to be kept at a reasonable and fairly stable level. In theory as well 
as in law, justification for appropriation of unearned surpluses is well established. 
According to section 48 of the Punjab Land Revenue Act, 1987, all land to whatever pur- 
pose applied and wherever situate, is liable to the payment of land revenue to Government. 
Tne practice in the past, however, had been to assess land revenue only on agri- 
cultural lands. Also, there was no provision in law for enhancing land revenue when 
land was diverted from agricultural to non-agricultural use. Such diversion resulted in 
considerable unearned surpluses. Even when such land was subjected to the normal rates td 
of land revenue, it was felt that this was not quite adequate taxation for purposes of ' | 
kad क land price in developed or developing areas. The Taxation Enquiry Commis- : 

sion (Government of India), 1953-54, also, recommended special assessment of such lands 
at rates higher than those for agricultural lands. The argument was that the increase 
in the value of such land, on dversion to non-agricultural use, was not due to any invest- 
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ment or effort on the part of the owner but arose, mainly, because of the growth of 
population, extension of towns, introduction of railways and roads and the provision 
of several other facilities at public expense. This was, roughly, the background of the 
levy of the special assessment on land known as the Marla Tax. 


3. I do not propose to go into the detailed history of this levy. Nor do I propose 
to delineate various subsequent amendments that were brought in primarily because 
of public clamour against the levy. Since these measures were introduced in and passed 
by the Legislature, most of the Hon'ble Members are already aware of what happened 
in the past. I may, however, state some of the reasons on whch the public protest, 
strong and repeated, was based. One reason was the suspicion that the Marla Tax, 
however, well conceived or justified, was really intended as a weapon for political vendetta. 
So tar as I am concerned (and I have made it repeatedly clear) I am totally, entirely and 
completely set against any form of political vendetta or victimization. In my present 
office as well as in my public life generally, I am most humbly, though most firmly, de- 
voted to honsesty and sincerety of motives. A good measure is vitiated by a faulty origin. 
It was, therefore, that! gave any attention to the Marla Tax. The allegation that the Marla 
Tox was the product of political rather than economic motives may only be an 
allegation tut I have decided, with my colleagues, that we must remove all traces and sus- 
picions of mala fices from such measures. 


4. The other reason on which the public protest was based, is that property, to- 
day, is subjected to varicus taxes. There is the Property T2x,, the Municipal House Tax 
and there are certain Central Taxes. There is , also, the stamp duty which arises, of 
course, when property is transferred. The public cla mour is (and this has been suppor- 
ted by recom mendations of the Taxation Enquiry Com mission, also ) that, as far 
as possible, taxes Cr property should all be rolled into one or two taxes. This matter 
received the attention of my predecessor Govern ments, also. But we have decided to 
resolve this important point as soon as possible. This is why we have decided upon 
the course of action which I am going to announce shortly. 


5. Another reason for the public protest was the manner and the method of work- 
ing of the Special Assessment. Some very old and undeveloped areas within urban 
li mits were subjected to this levy with remarkable alacrity, while the approach to highly 
developed areas, where prices of land had shot up to stupendous limits, appeared to 
be slow, unwilling and hesitant. In other words, the way the tax was imposed and colle- 
cted, also requires looking into. The tax has its justificaticn, as I have stated before, 
as the means mainly to collect unearned incre ments in the value cf the land, for the State 
Exchequer, specially as land, wherever it has appreciated in value, has gained in price 
because of Govern ment policy of public invest ment in rcads and railways and other civic 
amenities. If the tax has to remain, it is clear to me that it must come in a new form, 
devoid of political motivation, devoid of any confusion in regard to social and econo mic 
objectives, and devoid of any disparities, mis manage ment of mal-ad ministration. My

A call attention notice (No.12) was moved in the House on 16th 
September, 1964. It related to certain charges of smuggling against high 


- police officers, including a D. I. G. contained in a letter purporting to be 


from a dismissed police officer, Government’s attention was drawn to its 
alleged failure to take any proper action in this respect. 


I have personally looked into this case. The not ce evidently related 
to copies of an application apparenly made by one Sardara Singh wh, 
has descrited himself as an ex-Head Constable in P. A. P . Enquiries have 
revealed that one Head constable name Sardara Singh, No,213 of th P. A.P. 
was invalided out of the service on 6th May, 1960. He had spent some time 
in the Mental Hospital and was also concerned in a theft case. Jt was found 
that he was still a mental case. This constable belongs to Mahendragarh 
District and so far as I could find out there is no police officer by the name 
of Sardara Singh from Amritsar District. Government therfore believe 
that the copies of the letters on which the call attention notice is based in 
fact relate to a pseudonymous application. 


Since high officers of the police department were named I thought it 
fit to enquire into the matter myself so far asit related to the present 
Inspector General of Pc lice. I was assisted in this enquiry by my colleague the 
Hon'ble Home Minister. After due enquiry we are satisfied that the com- 
plaint against the Inspector General of police has been levelled by some dis- 
gruntled elements who have tried to take undue advantage of the fact that 
the officer concerned had during one of his visits to Jahore in 1961 in connec- 
tion with exchange of Goodwill Missions between punjab (India) and 
Pakistan, purchased a few articles of sanitary Ware During these vists gifts 
were exchanged at official level and some private purchases were made by 
members of the Delegations. This fact, namely, the ^ purchase of these 
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B goods by the officer, has been twisted and exaggerated and allegations of 
) smuggling have been levelled in an irresponsible manner in these pseudony- 
E mous applications. After due enquiry we are satisfied that the allegation of 
| smuggling levelled againsst the Inspector-General of Police lacks substance. 
| I would like to add here that the present Inspector-General of police is 
an officer of great experience, high calibre and proved integrity and I regret 
very much that his name should have been brought into an allegation of this 
kind. 

So far as any other specific verifiable allegations against other officers 
are concerned they will be duly looked into. 


° I should also like to add that Government is fully alive to the problem 
| of smuggling on the border. Government has made adequate arrangements 
by posting strong armed police in the border districts. The Customs Authori- 
ties have also their own independent organisation. I would like to assure 
the House that Government will not h sitate to institute full and detailed 
enquiries into genuine complaints of smuggling irrespective of the status of 
the persons to whom they relate, I would, however, earnestly request the 
> Hon'ble Members of the House not to proceed in such matters on the basis 
| of any anonymous or pseudonymous complaints as a discussion of such 
matters without verifying facts can lead to demoralisation and consequently 
weakening of the administrative structure. In this I would earneslty request 
for the cooperation of the House. (Thumping from the Treasury benches). .

Statement regarding the Election of the President Municipal Committee. Jhajjar with 
reference to Adjournment Motions No. 5 by Dr. MangalSein 
STATEMENT No 1 

The election of the President of Municipal Com mittee, Jhajjar, District Rohtak, 
was to be held on 1st August, 1964 under the presidentship of S. D.M., Jhajjar, Ch. Sultan 
Singh ( Congress) and Shri Ram Kishen ( .B.J.S.) were the two candidates. There are 
13 members in the Municipal Com mittee and 6 belong to each group. Shri Raja Ram, 

a Harijan member, was non-com mitteed at that ti me. 


Shri Raja Ra m ca me in a bus with so me members of B.J.S. and instead of going 
with the Jan Sangh workers to the Town Hall, he went away with his fa mily members whom 
he had not met for last 10/12 days. . 


This attitude of Shri Raja Ram was unexpected and Jan Sangh workers alleged 
that Shri Raja Ram had been abducted by Sultan Singh and party. They started in- 
dulging in rowdy activities on which the S.D.M. warned them to disperse. 


At the instance of the Jan Sang, a case F.I.R. 114/64, under section 365,147 IPC., 
was registered at P.S. Jhajjar and within few hours Shri Raja Ra m was traced fro m his 
house. He publicly stated that he was not abducted by any one and that he had 
received no injury. Nine men arrested were released on bail by S. D. M. This hurt the 
prestige of the Jan Sangh members and Dr. Mangal Sein, M.L.A., and Th. Nasib Singh, 
M.L.C., resorted to hunger-strike. É 


The Superintendent of Police, Rohtak, personally conducted the enquiry and he 
had found that Shri Raja Ram was not abducted. There was no brick-batting on the 
Jan Sangh partyfromthe opposite group. In the enquiry, it transpired that Jan Sangh 
workers kept Shri Raja Ram with them for 10/12 days at different places. The election 
as fixed for 13th August, 1964 had been stayed by the High Court. | 


STATEMENT NO. 2 


Call Attention Notice No. 53 by Shri Mangal Sein regarding reddish sugar being sold 
at the rate of white sugar at the various Government Fair Price Food Grain Shops 
in the State 


The Government of India promulgated the Sugar (Control) Order, 1963, under 
the Defence of India Rules throughout the country with effect from the 17th April, 1963. 
Under this Order, the Punjab State was allotted a monthly quota of 14,000 tonnes 
per month which was subsequently reduced to 13,300 tonnes per month from April, . 
1964, in view of lesser production of sugar during the crop year, 1963-64. 


2. The Government of India allotted a quantity of 667 tonnes per month of raw 
sugar to the Punjab State,—vide their release orders, dated 20th July, 1964 and 18th 
August, 1964 for consumption during August and September, 1964, from 
the seohora Sugar Factory in U.P. The ex-factory price of Raw Sugar is less by Rs 2.25 
per quintal than the ordinary grade 29 sugar. Accordingly the Punjab Govern- 
ment have fixed the wholesale rate of Raw Sugar at a priceless by Rs 2.25 per quintal 


than that of D-29 grade sugar. 
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3. The raw sugar is reddish brown in colour. It was not issued to the general 
consumers for direct consumption sugar. This sugar was issued to manufac- 
turers of sweetmeats, bura and patasha manufacturers, etc., only who generally refine Or 
clarify this sugar and uSe large quantities of low grade khandsari, which is much inferior 
to Raw Sugar. w 


4. The Government of India have intimated that the samples of Raw Sugar pro- 
duced during the year 1963-64 have been got analysed by them atthe National Sugar 
Institute, Kanpur, and the analysis has shown the following results :

The Government of India have not agreed to itin view of the very tight supply | 
position of sugar in the country. The Punjab Government have now decided to allow 4 
sale of raw sugar to eatablishments over and above their normal quota of white | 
crystal sugar. 


STATEMENT NO. 3 


Call Attention Notice No. 7 by Shri Jagjit Singh Gagoani regarding discrimination being 
meted-out to the rural population in connection with sugar quota 


The Government of India promulgated the Sugar (Control) Order, 1963, under the 
Defence of India Rules, with effect from the 17th April, 1963. Under this Order, 
the Punjab State was allotted a monthly quota of 14,000 tonnes sugar. This quota 
was much less than the State’s actual requirements of sugar. 


2. The Punjab Government framed a detailed. scheme for fair and equitable 
distribution of the available supplies of 14,000 tonnes. Inthe beginning of the scheme, 
no quantum of issue was fixed and the consumers were allowed to purchase as much 
quantity of sugar as they required.

The quantity of sugar 
which became available by this reduction in the quantum of issue in the urban areas 
was also allotted to rural areas for distribution there as their requirements vary from 
place to place and to whom sugar is issued according to requirements on verification 
by Panchayats, p 


3. The Punjab Government had been persistently requesting the Government 
of India for increase in the State's monthly sugar quota. The Government of India, T 
instead, imposed a cut of 5 per cent on the State’s monthly quota and fixed the same at | 
13,300 tonnes per month from April, 1964 allocation onward, in view of lesser pro- 
duction of sugar during the crushing year 1963-64. This has resulted in reduced avail- "E 
abilities of the stocks of sugar for distribution in the State. 
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4. Allocation of sugar to the rural areas in the State is being made keeping in view 
the consumptionof sugar there during the past years and the availability of the stocks. 
During the previous control on sugar, from 1959 to 1961, the rural areas used to get, 
on an average, 3,000 to 4,000 tonnes sugar per month. During the period when there 
was no control on sugar, the consumption of sugar in the rural areas was much less 
and below 3,000 tonnes per month. During the present control, however, a quantity 
of 6,000 to 7,000 tonnes sugar is being allotted to the rural areas of the State, even inspite 
of the cut imposed by the Government of India on the State’s monthly sugar quota. 
The allocation of sugar to rural areas during the preset distribution Scheme is, there- 
fore, much more liberal. 


5. The distribution of available quota of 13,300 tonnes sugar, if the quantum of 
issue in urban and rural areas is kept the same, will be as below, after earmarking the 
required quantity of sugar for establishments and special occasions :—

The maximum quantity which would thus be available to a consumer would be 
475 grams per head per month against the present quantum of 1 kilogram. per head 
per month in urban areas and about 300 grams per head per month in the rural areas. 
The total monthly requirement of sugar at the scale of 1 kilogram per head per month 
for consumers throughout the State including rural areas, after allotting suitable quota 
of sugar to establishments, etc., would work out to 25,000 tonnes ; while if the quantum 
ofissue for urban areas being 1 kilogram per head and in rural areas being 1/2 kilo- 
gram per head, per month, the total requirement of sugar would amount to 17,000 
tonnes per month 


Unless the monthly quota of sugar allotted to the Punjab State is suitably increased 
by the Government of India, it would not be expedient to change the present propor- 
tion of allocation of sugar in between the urban and rural areas, whch is considered 
the best, under the circumstances. 


. 6. It is also not advisable to fix any quantum for consumers in rural areas as 
their requirements vary from place to place. Moreover, with the arrival of gur and 
khand sari of new production, the requirements of sugar of villagers are also likely 


to decrease substantially 
STATEMENT NO. 4 
Adjournment Motion Re. (Serial No. 26) by Comrade Shamsher Singh Josh, M.L.A. 


The Sutlej Bed Reclamation Scheme was discussed in the meeting of Co-ordination 
Sub-Committee of Pradesh Congress Committee and the Council of Ministers on 19th 
April, 1962 and the decision to immediately take up the scheme was taken. It was also 
decided that immediate action be taken to issue notification under Section 4 of the Land 
Acquisition Act specifying the area and the Villages where the land was to be acquired 
so that there was no speculation raising the value of land as a result of the canalisation of 
river Sutlej with which this scheme is intimately connected. In pursuance of this decision, 
notification under Section 4 and 17 of the Land Acquisition Act have been issued for 
and area of about 1,55,225 acres in 484 villages in Ambala, Hoshiarpur, Jullundur, 
Ludhiana and Ferozepur districts. Notifications under Section 6 have also been issued 
for an area of about 26,000 acres in 150 villages. However, the possession has been taken 
of 2,500 acres only. 


2. The criteria for the acquisition of land for the Sutlej Bed Reclamation scheme 
as determined is to acquire and reclaim the land which has been effected by spills of river 
Sutlej and has been lying barren in the past years. Most of the land covered by the 
Scheme is over-grown with heavy Sarkanda, Kahi, Pilachi and other bushes.

It is 
only specialised equipment required for research and for special procedures that may be 
deficient at Medical College, Rohtak.

4. The Government of India have not agreed to allot any extra quota of sugar for 
t he Sharadhs due to the tight supply position of sugar in the country. There are also no 
reserve Stocks of sugar in the State, as the normal monthly quota of sugar allotted by the 
Government of India is hardly sufficient to meet the existing commitments. As such 
itis not possible for the State Government to allot any special quota of sugar on the oc- 
casion of the Sharadhs.

Ñ considered our representation and authorised the State Government on 26th August, 
.. 1964 to regulate the distribution of fines in the State according to local requiremnnts of 
each place. The Government of India was also requeste 1 to increase the permissible 
percentage of extraction of fines ty the mills with a view to increase availability < f maida 
in the State. They have, on our representation increased the production of fines by the 
mills now from 5 to 10 per cent. It is hoped that th: position will now sub. tantialiy end 
the availability of fines will improve. Necessary instructions regulati:g the distri- 
bution of fines have been issued to the District Food Officers in the State and maida has 

been placed for retail sale at selected fair price shops in each town/place at reasonable 
fixed prices. The demands of bakers, halwais and other maida consuming establishments 
are being met direct from the mills so that no extra margiu has t» be paid by them. 
The availability of maid is much better now and there is definite improvement in the supe 
ply position. lt will further improve by the middle of October, 1964 when the supplies of 
i mported wheat from the Government of India to the mills are accelerated.

The Labour Officers, Labour Inspectors and Wage Inspectors in the State have 
been asked to get implementation effected of the Notification No. SO-263-C.A./11/48/S 
5/64, dated the 4th August, 1964, issued by the Punjab Government fixing the minimum 
rates of wages in the Textile Employment, by persuasive means. However, in case of 
non-implementation of this notification and in the case of less payment in violation of 
the prescribed wages, the individual worker or the union can seek remedy available under 
section 20(2) of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948, from authorities appointed under section 
20(1) of the Act, viz all Senior Sub Judges in the Punjab. Section 20(2) of the 


Minimum Wages Act, 1948 runs as under:— 


20 (2) “Where an employee has any claim of the nature referred to in sub-section 
(1), the employee himself or any legal practitioner or any official of a 
registered trade union authorised in writing to act on his behalf, or any 
Inspector or any person acting with the permission of the Authority appoint- 
ed under sub-section (1), may apply to such Authority for a direction under 


sub-section (3) 


Provided that every such application shall be presented within six months from the 
date on which the minimum wages (or other amount) became payable 


Provided further that any application may be admitted after the said pericd of 
six months when the applicant satisfies the Authority that he had sufficient 


cause for not making the application within such pericd.”

| The Official Languages Act, 1960 (Punjab Act No. 28 of 1960), declared Hindi 

and Punjabi to be the official language at and below the district level in the respective Hindi 
and Punjabi regions with effect from the 2nd October, 1960. The Act prescribed atransi- 
tional period of two years during which option was available to use Urdu and English 
with the expiry of the two-year period on the 2nd October , 1962, a complete switch over 
to the regional languages was ordered by Government from that date in all offices at and 
below the district level. These instructions were meticulously complied with in the Police 
Department and fully proficient hands in Hindi/Punjabi ordered to be employed on all 
literate jobs at and below district level to ensure a smooth switch-over to the regional 
languages. In consequence, all work at and below district level in the department is being 
carried on in the respective regional language, except the area covered by the Chandigarh 
Capital Project, where, under Government orders, status quo is being maintained, i.e. the 
work is being carried on in English and Urdu as heretofore. f 


2. Wireless-telegraphic enquiries were made from all District Superintendents of 
Police to confirm that the First Information Reports in pariicular were being recorded 
in all Police Stations in the respective regional language. They have all confirmed to this 
effect, except the Superintendent of Police, Sangrur, who says that F.I. Rs are generally 
recorded in regional language, and the Senior Superintendent of Police, Amritsar, who 
says that “FI.Rs. in all cases are being recorded in regional language as far as possible.” 
Superintendent of Police, Gurgaon, has informed that most of the F.I.Rs are being recorded 
in regional language, but some officials who do not know the regional language (Hindi) 
are recording these in Urdu. The Superintendent of Police, Ambala, on the other hand 
says that normally the cases are registered in regional languages in his district, but if the 
complainants send written reports, then these are copied in the language in which these are 
written. |

From his report it appears that there had been party 
factions amongst the members of the Managing Committee, Khalsa Higher Secondary 
School, Gurdaspur, as a result of which the services of the Headmaster were terminated on 
the 26th September, 1964 and in his place the Drawing Master of the school was appointed 
its incharge. The situation being very tense, the Police had to intervene. The students 

of the school took out a procession on the 28th and demanded the reinstatement of the 
Headmaster. On hearing this, the District Education Officer visited the school immedia- 
tely and found that there were only 130 out of 570 students present in different classes. 
The members of the staff except the Headmaster whose services had been terminated were 
present. The D.E.O. advised the staff to carry on the work smoothly. Next morning, 
a procession of about 300 students came to the office of the District Education Officer shout- 
ing slogans against the present management of the school and representing for the reinstate- 
ment of the Headmaster. The D.E.O. pacified them and met a deputation of 5 students 
who presented their demands including the reinstatement of the previous Headmaster. He 
immediately wrote to the Manager asking him to use his good offices and restore normalcy 
in the institution. It has also been reported by the District Education Officer that some 
arrests had also been made by the Police including that of the Headmaster, but all the persons 
have been released on bail. The District Education Officer has been assured by some ON 
persons of both the factions that the studies of the students and working of the I 
school will not impair in any way The District Education Officer has suggested for the 
formation of an Arbitration Board to decide the following issues:— 

(i) the reinstatement of the Headmaster; and 
(ii) recognition of the rightful management as there is dispute with regard to its 
constitution between the two factions. |

_ The intention for setting up the market yards is that no other person or local autho- 
rity, etc., should establish any private market other than the Principal Market Yard and 
one or more sub- market yards, established under section 7 of the Act by theState Govern- 
ment. As 4 matter of convenience and in order to avoid the delay for the establish ment of 
aregulated market it is custo meary to declare the locality in which trading is conducted as 
a market yard for the purpose of the said Act. 


| The proposal for declaration of principal market yards/sub- market yards is initiated by the 
4 $ Market Com mittee concerned, exa mined in this office and thereafter sent to Government 
for fina' approval and issuing notification under section 7 of the said Act. It is, however, 

kept in view that the places where sale and purchase of agricultural produce takes place 
are declered as principal market yards sub- market yards. Jt will not be out of place to 
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mention here that according to the provisionsof the Act, Rules and Bye-laws as they 

stand at present, the sale and purchase of agricultural produce cannot be stopped legally 

even if it takes place outside the notified sub-market yards Prinejple yards. The licensees 

making purchases in the villages are bound to render account of transaction and pay mar 
ket fee. There may be dealers who may indulge in the Social activities and evade the 

payment of market fee and violate the provisions of rules. However, where such cases 
come to the notice of the Market Committee they are legally dealt with. 


With regard to the smuggling of food grains and evasion of sales tax and income 
tax, theAgriculture Department is not in a position to give any answer because these 
subjects relate to the Departments of Food and Supplies and Excise and Taxation-res 
pectively. It will be appropriate if information on these points is obtained from the-

On the Call Attention Notice (Serial No. 97) by Shri Balramji Dass Tandon, M.L.A., 
regarding the corrupt practices at work In Co-operative Consumers Store at Nimak 


Mandi Amritsar 


On 3rdAugust, 1964, 4 kilograms of sugar was issued to a ration card holder by the 
Sales man of Nimak Mandi Branch of the Central Consumers Co-operative Store, Amritsar, 
The card holder weighed the same at his place and it was found short by 250 grams. On 
his report a party consisting of an Assistant Sub-Inspector, Police, Inspector, Food and 
Supplies and Inspector, Weights and Measures, raided the branch at about 12 noon and 
got the sugar re-weighed. During re-weighment, the weighing scales were examined and 
it was found that some gur weighing about 250 grams was stuck to the outer portion 
of one of the pans of the csales, so that it weighed 250 grams less. 


2. After that the sugar stock with the salesman Incharge was verified by the party. 
The same was found in excess by 21 kg. and 800 grams. On this, the sugar sales and 
Stock registers as well as the weighing scales were taken into custody by the respective 


Inspectors. 


3. Both Shri Balvinder Kumar, salesman incharge Nimak Mandi Branch, and 
Shri Mangal Dass his weighman, were removed from service of the store in August, 
1964 and a case was handed over to the Police by District Food and Supplies Control- 


ler, Amritsar.

There are only 80 allottees of the Government quarters in Sector 28-C who have 
submitted their applications for the grant of electric connections to the Electricity Board’s 
office.

Enquiries made into the assertions contained in Adjourn ment Motion (Serial No, 73) 
by Sarvshri MAKHAN SINGH TARSIKKA and HAR DITSINGH BHATHAL, M.L.As 
to the effect that S. H.O. Police Station SAHNEWAL (District Ludhiana) acted in a 
manner to harass the Com munist workers to dissuade them from collection of funds for 
Punjab State 7th Party Conference of the Com munist Party of India to be held at Ludhiana 
from |. October 1 to 4, 1964, and that he illegally detained so me workers only to sabotage 
public meeting to be addressed by Comrade A.K. Gopalan. M.P., recently at 
SAH NEWAL, show that there is no truth in the same. The factual position is that the 
Sahnewal police arrested one Sadhu Singh, a Communist worker, and his “Seri” Jagir 
Singh in case F.LR. No 95. dated 12th August, 1964, u/s/9/1/78 Opium Act after recovery 
of 54 Kilos of poppy husk fro m Jagir Singh. This contraband was found to have been 
taken over from one Sikandar Singh, son of Sampuran Singh Jat, resident of 
Sahnewal Khurd, from whom the police had seized a truck-load of poppy husk in case 
F.LR. No. 22, dated 11th February, 1964 u/s 9/1/78 Opium Act, P.S. Sahnewal, Tt has 
also come to light that the aforesaid Sadhu Singh s/o Bakhtawar Singh Jat,rjo Sahnewal 
wasa previous convict in case FIR No. 31, dated 6th June, 1963 u/s 354/353/506 I.P.C. 
for an attempt to criminally assault a nurse. He was sentenced to 4 months imprison- 
ment in the case. Both Sadhu Singh and Jagir Singh were enlarged on bail in the above 
case much before the public meeting at Sahnewal on Sth September, 1964, which was 
addressed by Comrade A.K. Gopalan , M.P., and they were thus free to attend the same. 
Therefore, it is abundantly clear that nobody was illegally detained by S.H.O. Police 
Station Sahnewal to ‘sabotage’ this public meeting. 


2. There is no proof forthcoming that the S. H.O. Police Station Sahnewal dissuaded 
anybody from collecting funds for the 7th Party Conference of the Com munist Party of 
India scheduledto beheld at Ludhiana from October 1 to 4, 1964, or prevented anyone 
from contributing funds for the same. On the contrary, the Communist workers were 
able to raise such funds from the illaqa of Police Station Sahnewal freely and to send the 
same to the organisers of the above conference.

(i) To attract suitably qualified staff, three posts of masters/mistresses in each Govern- 
ment Higher Secondary School have been upgraded from Rs. 110/250 to Rs. 180/450 for 
HI Class M.As. /M. Scs, and to Rs. 200/500 for I and II Class M.As./M.Scs. The incums 
bents have been designated as Lecturers. 


(ii) To ensure availability of adequate staff B.T./B.Ed. Training qualifications have been 
waived in case of M.A./M.Sc., B.Sc. and B.Sc. Agriculture masters/mistresses. 


(iii) The grade of Agriculture masters has been revised from Rs. 110/250 to Rs. 130/320. 


(iv) 217 posts of Headmasters/Headmistresses in the. Government Higher Secondary 
Schools have been upgraded from Rs. 250/350 to Rs. 250/750 and designated as Principals. 


(v) One year’s Condensed Course to enhance the knowledge content of trained science 
masters/mistresses in the subjects of Physics, Chemistry, Botany and Zoology was organised: 


in 1962-63, "in collaboration with the e University. 125 masters/mistresses attended 
this Course. During the year 1963-64, 132 B.Scs. received similar training.

(vi) A similar 6 months’ Course for Mathematics Masters/Mistresses was organised in 
collaboration with the Punjab University in 1963-64 at which 25 candidates were trained. 


(vii) Substantial grants have been given to Government and Non-Government schools for 
conversion to the Higher Secondary Pattern. 


(viii) The State Bureau of Education and Vocational Guidance and the State Evaluation 
Unit have been set up to prepare Career Masters for Higher Secondary Schools and to reform

(ix) During the current financial year, 68 B.Sc. Masters/Mistresses have been deputed to 
attend two years’ M.Sc. Course at various Universities in the State. Besides, 33 candidates 
are being deputed to undergo oue year Condensed Course in Physics and Chemistry at the 
Punjab University. 


, (x) The Government College of Home Science has been set up at Chandigarh to meet the 
emand of Home Science Mistresses. 


(xi) In order to meet the demand of teaching staff. for the Technical Wing of the. Govern- 
ment Higher Secondary Schools, the qualification of N.C.C. Diploma holder has been 
adopted instead of B.Sc. Engineering 


(xii) The syllabi of the Higher Secondary Schools has been reorganised by the Punjab 
University into Part I and Part II so as to enable the students of Part I Examination to join 
Pre-University Classes in the College. The syllabus of the Matriculation Examination has 
also been revised to bring it on the lines of Part I of the Higher Secondary Examination. 
This would meet the paucity of staff to a great extent. | 


(xiii) The Government ofIndiahaveset up five Regional Training Collegesin the 
country and the College at Ajmer will cater to the needs of the Punjab State for training 
teachers for Multipurpose Schools.

Shri Surinder Singh got Rs. 75,000 as gift and Rs 90,000 as loan out of the sale proceeds 
of this land as admitted by him in his affidavit before Dass Commission. 


. Imayadd that this Dhani Land was under discussion and fire when I observed in the 
Vidhan Sabha that Shri Kairon is corrupt, most corrupt and source of corruption. 


That Das Commission has given its findings and the transaction has been held illegal. 


. Now according to the rules the maximum price which could be paid is Rs. 62.000 
(310 acres at the rate of Rs. 200 per acre). 


This loss of more than two lakhs is to the poor Harijans whose lot we are going to change. 
Instead of changing their lot, we have put them to hardship. . 


Will you please get it examined and take steps for the recovery of Rs. 2,00.000 (two lakhs) 
to be paid back to the Harijan settlers. If Government will be reluctant I am afraid 
that certain complications will arise. Hence I hope that action will be taken without any 


loss of time.

Subject .— Demands of INTUC Unions in Capital Project, Chandigarh 


You will be glad to know that INTUC labour council is functioning at Chandigarh for 
which four registered Trade Unions affiliated to INTUC namely the Punjab Work Charge 
Union, the Capital Technical Worker Union, the Punjab Chowkidar Unicn and the 
Capital Maintenance Workers Union are the Constituted. These unions submitted 
their demands to the Capital Project Administration long leng beck but no heed was 
paid. Thereafter the council took up the matter with the then Capital Project Minister 
Sh. R.S. Mittal and submitted a combined memorandum which isannexed hereto at 
A. After submitting this memorandum two meetings were held in which the Minister 
was assisted by the Departmental Staff while the Union Representatives were led by Shri 
Sagar Ram Gupta, M.L.A. at present Senior Vice President of Punjab INTUC. The 
first meeting was held somewhere in April, 1963 of which the minutes Were not supplied 
to the Union. The second meeting however was held on 11th November, 1963 and 
copy of the Minutes thereof is attached herewith at B. 


After going through these documents you will please find that most of the demands 
of the unions were considered genuine and reasonable but it is 1egretted tLat nothing 
tangible has so far come out. Since the portfolio of Capital Project is now with your 
Honour we have dare to come to you in the hope that the long pending demands 
ofthese poor workers willbe met now without any further delay. 


We give below a brief account of the demands by theeach union and the decision 
taken thereon for favour of yourinformation and necessary action. 
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PUNJAB WORK-CHARGE UNION 


|l. Regularising work-charge staff and preparing seniority list.— A decision was taken a 
to make out a case for regularising all the work-charge staff with five years service en- 
gaged on works of permanent nature and that twelve and a half per cent thereof will 
be made permanent immediately. It was also decided to prepare circle-wise seniority 
list. These decisions remain on paperonly. People with very long services continue as 
work-charge and thereby are at the mercy of officers and are deprived of so many 1 
benefits. Immediate implementation of the decision already taken is highly necessary. - 


2. Merger of services of work-charge with P & Rand P.H. Circle.—This was not 
agreed to, in view ofseparate natureof two departments. However witha view to 
security of service and other benefits to the Capital Project employees it is worthwhile 
toconsider the matter and the services of the employees in the two departments should be 
merged and transferable as is the case with the officers. 


3. Promotion.— It was agreed to look into the cases of promotion made unjustifiably 
and to consider the cases of those who had been denied promotion. Someof the details 
were contained in the demand notice of the Union but unfortunately they also have been 
not cared despite the fact that the Union representatives have been meeting the Chief 
Engineer, theSuperintending Engineer, Executive Engineeretc. repeatedly. Instance 
of undue promotion is the case of Ajit Singh and Baldev Singh and the case of Siri Ram 
who has been denied due promotion isin the point. A detailed representation of Siri Ram 
is enclosed at ‘C’. This case needs immediate redress. 


4. Residential accommodation.—The demand was suitable accommodation for 
all at subsidised rates. It was considered genuine by the Government but helplessness 
was Shown due to paucity ofhouses. The solution can be that till the houses are provided 
the employees may be given rent allowances so as to meet the high rental cost inthe town. 


# 5. Absorption of surplus retrenched | staff.—1n view of the assurance given by the 
Department that there would be no large scale retrenchment the demand was dropped 
during discussion. 


6. Gratuity.—The workers demanded gratuity at the time of retirement, etc. The 
Government had agreed that by regularising the work-charge staff as per decision above 
this demand will automatically bemet. But since the matter about regularising is itself 
pending this demand also remains unsatisfied. 


CAPITAL TEC HNICAL WORKERS UNION 


~y 


. 1. Promotion.—The union had complained against undue promotion of particularly 
Shri Baldev Singh and Ajit Singh and had sought promotion of Siri Ram who was super- | 
seded. An assurance was given to examine the cases for necessary action but the officers 
have been delaying the matter and playing with the workers in this behalf. The union. 
apprehends that the officer have a victimising atitude towards Shri Siri Ram while the 
other two seems to be the favourites of someone in the department. These cases shake 
the confidence of the workers in the Government, and particularly when the Government 
itself does not follow its own rules and regulation. An immediate examination of these. 
cases and taking remed'al steps are quite overdue. 


2. Pavment of minimum wages and revision of scales.---The Governnicnt agreed to 
pay minimum wages to the work-charge employees as fixed under ihe Minimum Wages 
Act but the approval of the Finance Department was sought. Itis really painful that the 

. Government does not pay even the minimum wages and fiouts the law. These wages 
were fixed in May, 1960 and till today inspite of repeated approaches the workers are 
not getting even the minimum. wages not to speak of revising the scales of technical and 
mechanical staff. | | | 


3. Eighty P.C. (80%) work-charge staff to be made regular according to Govern- 
ment Circular.—This demand was agreed to be covered by the decision taken with 
regard to demand No. 1 of Punjab Work-Charge Union but as in that demand nothing 
has been done so far. 
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4. Uniform.—-Yhe union demanded uniforms for those working in the workshop 
tube-well, water supplies and building construction. The Government considered the 
demand genuine and agreed to make a reference to the Government for approval. 


It is regretted that nothing has come out so far. 


5. Recovery of Trunk Call Charges.—In view of the explanation of the officers in the 
meeting the demand was withdrawn. 


PUNJAB CHOWKIDAR UNION 


|. Duty Hours for Chowkidar.— At present most of the Chowkidars have no fixed 
hours and they have to work day and night. The union demanded fixation of eight 
hours duty for each Chowkidar. The Government appreciated the demand but it is 
regretted that nothing has come out so far.

2. Weekly Rest.—The demand of weekly rest for Chowkidars was considered 


3. Confirmation of Chowkidar.—This demand also though considered genuine has 
not been met. 


In 
this case also the solution is to give rent allowance to Chowkidars till Government accom- 
modation is provided. 


PUNJAB AND CAPITAL MAINTENANCE WORKERS UNION 


|. Regularisation.—This demand was also considered genuine and the decision 
arrived atin the case of the work charge union was agreed to applicable here also. But 
nothing hasbeen doneasinthat case. The seniority list has also not been prepared though 
it was agreed to bedoneasthatcase. Theseniority list has also not been prepared though 
it was agreed to be done. | 


2. New Pay Scale.—It was decided that as soon as the approval of Finance 
Department was received the minimum wages fixed will be paid to the workers. But 
nothing has been done. 


3. Promotion.—It was explained that promotion was made on  seniority-cum- 
merit basis. But the officers while promoting take recourse to favouritism and not 
merits. 


It was suggested therefore that cases of promotion should be considered by a Board 
having workers. This suggestion should be agreed to. 


4. Cycle Allowance.—Cycle allowance was demanded to employees working in the 
fields. The demand was considered genuine and it was decided to approach the 
Government for sanction but nothing has come out. 


5. Allotment ol Cheap Houses.— The demand of workers not to allot a cheap house 
to two persons was considered genuine but shortage of accommodation was the reply. 
Here also rent allowance is only the solution. It was also demanded that 10 per cent 
rent should not be charged from such allottees. The Government agreed to charge 5 
per cent but this decision has not been implemented. 


6. Rain coats, gum boots, oil, soap, etc.—It was demanded that plumbers and 
painters should be supplied these things in view ofthe nature of their work. The 
demand was not agreed to but itisa genuine demand and the matter should be 
reconsidered. 


7. Uniform.—The Government considered the demand genuine and agreed to 
make out a case for Government sanction. But nothing has come out. which is simply 
regretted. 

_ In addition to the above four Unions the demands of other INTUC unions of Fire 
Brigade Workers regarding the minimum wages, weekly rest, administration; but they 


also go unsatisfied. . 
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You will please appreciate that these poor Workers are denied even the minimum 
benefits inspite of demands having been made years back and repeated.approaches made. 
The Capital Project Administration is a public employer which in term of the Govern- 
ment policy enunciated repeatedly should bea model employer. But the things prove- 
absolutely otherwise. We request you to take personal interest in the matter ; nd ame- 
liorate the plight oftheseworkers without any further loss of time.

ANNEXURE B 
I. PUNJAB WORK CHARGE UNION 


1. Regularising work charge staff and preparing seniority list.—(a) This demand was 
discussed in the meeting held on 12th November, 1963, under the Chairmanship of the 
then Minister for Capital Project, with the representatives of the Union and it was decided 
that only that work charged establishment which is engaged on works of permanent 
nature such as maintenance of Buildings, Roads, Water Supply, Storm WATER Drain- 
age, running of Water Supply, Machinery etc., with at least 5 years continued service 
can be brought on regular posts. It was also decided that for the present 1219/7 posts 
out of these should be brought on permanent footings. The proposals to implement 
this decision, dated 31st March, 1964 are under consideration of the Government. 


_(b) The seniority lists are maintained circle-wise. The promotions are made on the 
basis of seniority-cum-merits. 


2. Merger of services of work charged with B& R & P.H. Circle.—The cadre of the work 
Charged staff in the Capital Project is either circle-wise or division-wise and therefore 
there can be no merger ofthe work charged staff on a provincial basis. However, if and 
when a Division or a Circle of the Capital Project abolished, its work charged establishment 
would be taken over by the successor division or circle as the case may be. Amalgamation 


on a provincial basis is not possible. 


3. Promotion.—(a) The principle adopted in ‘promotion is merit-cum-seniority. 
The representatives of the Union were asked to supply the list of cases of the alleged 
unjustified promotion to enable the Chief Engineer to examine these. This list has not so 


far been received from ‘the Union. 


(b) The matter regarding the alleged undue promotion of Sarvshri Ajit Singh, 
Baldev Singh and representation of Shri Siri Ram is under consideration of the Government.

STATEMENTS IN RESPONSE TO CALL ATTENTION NOTICES 


Statement on the Adjournment Motion brought up before the House on 6th October, 1964 
regarding **Dharna"' resorted to by five journalists of Ferozepur District to get a 
liqowr shop closed | N 


Five journalists held a meeting in front of the liquor shop, Ferozepur City, on the 1st 
October, 1964, demanding the closure of the shop. On the 2nd October, 1964, they 
started a ‘Dnarna’ in frontof the shop, which continued upto the Sth October, 1964, when

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it was lifted at the intervention of the city fathers, who wanted the matter to be left to the 
Municipal Committee, The agitators alleged thatthe liquor shop was surrounded by 
Man firs, Guriwaras and “deras.” This allegation is baseless. The vend is situated in 
Bazar Durga Dass in the vicinity of which there is neither any Mandir nor Gurdwara nor 
any educational institution. It i.e. the liquor vend) has been there for the last 50 years. It is 
reported that the object of the agitators was simply to black-mail the licensees. This feeling is 
strengthened by the fact that the demonstration lacked. the backing of the local people. 


Statement by Shri Prabodh Chandra, Education and Local Government Departmert Minister 
in regard to the Call Attention Notice brought before the Punjab Vidhan Sabha or 6th 
October, 1964, by Shri Om Parkash Agnihotri, M.L.A., regarding the X-Ray Plant 
sanctioned by the Government for the Civil Hospital. Phagwara. 


An X-Ray Plant was transferred from Civil Hospital, Kapurthala, to the Civil Hospital, 
Phagwara, in 1958-59. Till 1961, it could not be put to use because there was no electric 
current. The electric connection for the X-Ray Plant of the said Hospital was sanctioned 
only in January, 1962. Later, it was found that this X-Ray Plant could not work. The 
Engineers of the International General Supply Company, on examination found that it was 
obsolete, and could be put into working order provided it was connected with a new X-Ray 
Plant (25 MA, 80 KVP Mobile),  Tnen a new X-Ray Plant was sanctioned by the Govern- 
ment in 1962, which could not be purchased because of the import restrictiors. In 1963, 
the Civil Surgeon, Kapurthala, desired to purchase, a bigger X-Ray Plant at an estimzetec 
cost of Rs 27,000 instead of the aforesaid Small Mobile X-Ray Plant. This proposal also 
did not materialise because funds to that extent were not available. However, a proposal 
is now afoot to provide a working X-Ray Plant at Civil Hospital, Phagwara. 


2. The old X-Ray Plant was not given against the sanction of a new one but an old 
one pum was surplus was given and a small one was being purchased to make the old one 
Work. 


Statement of Shri Ram Kishan, Chief Minister, Punjab bearing reference to Call Attention 
Notice No. 132, given by Ch. Net Ram, M.L.A., regarding undue interference in the 
elections of the Union of Gurgaon Depot, Punjab Roadways, by the General Manager, 
Staff Supervisor and the Management. 


The allegation is denied. Enquiries made reveal that none of the Supervisory Officers 
of the Punjab Roadways, Gurgaon, had interfered in the election of the Local Union.

Statement of Comrade Ram Kishan, Chief Minister, Punjab, in reference to Call Attention 
Notice No. 136, given by Comrade Makhan Singh Tarsikka, M.L.A., regarding ‘Big 
Loot’ in Amritsar Roadways. 


The Statement is laid on the Table of the House. 


It is denied that there was any transaction between the Puniab Roadways, Amritsar, 
and the sons of the ex-Chief Minister. One of the sons of the ex-Chief Minister was a ‘Dodge 
Farog' dealer whereas the fleet in the Punjab Roadways, Amritsar, is exclusively of Mer- 
cedes Benz vehicles. There is no interchangibility between the two makes of vehicles 
whatsoever. 


Replies to theSexamples cited are given below :— 


(1) This is haseless. No such case of exchange of any new cr serviceatle tyres with 
the repaired tyres. of the Kairon Son's Company was detected in the Punjab 
Roadways, Amritsar. 


(2) The case of theft of 5 self starter assemblies was detected by the General Manager, 
Punjab Roadways, Amritsar on 110 January, 1961, and a case of theft was 
registered, with the Station House Officer, Amritsar, on the same day. The Police 
authorities after making enquiries in the matter declared the case as untraced on 
8th April, 1961. General Manager’s office had made thorough enquiries but no 
one was found guilty. The case was referred to the Government for tke write 
off of the loss and the General Manager has been asked to fix the resronsitility 
for the loss of the self starters. 


(3) The price of the Mercedes Benz crank shaft was Rs 859.39 raise and not Rs 3,CCO 
No such crankshaft was given to Kairon’s Sons. There was. however, a Cage of 
theft of one crankshaft detected by the General Manager himself on 7th March 
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1964. The case was registered with the Police. The Police have not been able to 
find any clue. The General Manager, has, therefore, been asked to hold a 
departmentalenquiry. | N

It related to certain charges of smuggling against high police officers. irchcirg a 
D.I.G. contained in a letter purporting to be from a dismissed police officer. Gcverrn ent's 
attention was drawn to its alleged failure to take any proper action in this respect. 


I have personally looked into this case. The notice evidently related to copies cf an 
application apparently made by one Sardara Singh who has described himself as an ex-Head 
Constable in P.A.P. Enquiries have revealed that one Head Constable named Sardara 
Singh No. 213 of the P. A.P. was invalided out of the service on 6th May, 1960. Head spent 
some time in the Mental Hospital and was also concerned in a theft case. It was found that 
he was still a mental Case. This Constable belongs to Mahendragarh District and so far as | 
[could find out thereis no police officer by the name of Sardara Singh from Amritsar District. 9! 
i oVernment, therefore, believe that the copies of the letters on which the call attenion nctice 
is based in fact related to a pseudonymous application. 


Since high officers of the Police Department were named I thought it fit to enquire into 
the matter myself so far as it related to the present Inspector General of Police. I was 
assisted in this enquiry by my colleague the Hon'ble Home Minister. After the Cue enquiry 
we are satisfied that the complaint against the Inspector General of Police has been levelled 
by some disgruntled elements who have tried to take undue advantage of the fact that the 
officer concerned had during one of his visits to Lahore in 1961 in connection with exchange 
of Goodwill Missions between Punjab (India) and Pakistan, purchased a few articles of 
sanitary-ware. During these visits gifts were exchanged at official level and some private 
purchases were made by members of the Delegations. This fact, namely, the purchase of 
these goods by the officer, has been twisted and exaggerated and allegaticns cf smvggling 
have been levelled in an  irresposible manner in these rseuCcnvmous apflicaticrs. After 
due enquiry, we are satisfied that the allegaticn of smuggling levelled against the Insnectcr- 
General of Police lacks substance. 


I would like to add here that the present Inspector-General of Police is an offices of 
great experience, high calibre and proved integrity and I regret very much that has name should 
ave been brought into an allegation of this kind, 


So far any other specific verifiable allegations against other officers are concerned 
they will be duly looked into. 

I should also like to add that Government is fully alive to the problem 
of smuggling on the border. Government nas made adequate arrangements by posing 
Strong armed Police in the border districts. The customs authorities have also their own 
independent organisation. [would like to assure the House that Government will not 
nssitate to institute full and derailed enquiries into genuine Complaints of smuggling irresp- 
eciive of status of the persons to whom they relate .I would, however, arnestly requ- 
est ofthe Hon'ble Members of the House not to proceed insuch mattersonthe basisof any 
annonymous or pseudonymous complaints, as a discussion of such matters without verifying 
facts can lead to demoralisation and consequently weakening of the administrative structure.

1958-59. —The Farmers’ Forum was organised in the State in the year 1957 but held : 
its first convention at Patiala in the month of February, 1958, in which the Agriculture 
programme and plans of the State as well as of the Centre were thoroughly discussed and 
important resolutions were passed and communicated to Government, Meetin and 
Seminars were arranged in almost every district and an organisation at the district level 
was set up in each and every district of the State. About 500 life members who contributed v. 
Rs 110 each were enrolled and the cause of the Forum was propagated amongst the farmers 


1959-60. —The second convention of the Forum was held at Rohtak. A seminar and 
| an Agricultural Exhibition were also arranged on this occasion. Meetings were arranged 
'% in most of the districts, with a view to educate the farmers in the latest improved agricultura | 
. . practices. The membership on All-India Level increased from 500 to 1,000 and 5,006 life 
| [ members who contributed Rs 50 each were also enrolled. About 200 ordinary members 
| } w in each district for one year were enrolled. This year the World Agricultural Fair to which 

' the Punjab State contributed a lot was organised by the parent organisation at Delhi and 
was very Successful. A regular State Office was set up at Chandigarh 
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1961-62.—The annual convention was held at Nawanshahr, district Jullundur. Meetings 
were organised at district Headquarters in the districts of Gurdaspur, Amritsar, Jullundur, 
Ludhiana, Patiala and most of the other districts and even in some Block headquarters 
mainly with a view to educate the farmers and to stress upon them the need and usefulness 
of forming a non-political, non-communal and non-sectarian organisation, as the Bharat 
Krishak Simaj. The membership on All-India level rose from 1,000 to 1,600 and State 
Level Membership from 500 to 650. 1,200 ordinary members were also enrolled all over 


theState. Seminars on Cotton and Rice cultivation were organised in the districts of Feroze- 
pur and Patiala respectively. 


1963.—This year an annual convention could not be organised due to the declaration 
of National Emergency, but meetings and Seminars were organised at various Agricultural 
Farms and district headquarters, where in the extension staff of Agriculture Department 
explained to the members and other farmers the need to adopt the latest improved agricultural 
practices. Some of these meetings were attended by the Minister of Agriculture and 
the Chief Minister. The membership at All-India Level rose from 1,600 to 2,050 and at State 
level from 650 to 850. Agriculture Departments magazine, ‘Kheti Bari’ was supplied to the 
members besides other literature relating to farming usually supplied. The 14th meeting 


of the All-India Farmers Council was called at Chandigarh, for one week, which was very 
Successful. 


1964. —The annual convention was held at Bhatinda and as usual an agricultural 
Exhibition was held and literature pertaining to Agriculture was distributed. This year the 
Punjab Krishak Samaj started publishing their own monthly organ  Krishak Samachar in 
Punjabi which is being supplied to all the members of the Forum free of cost. The journal 
deals mainly with Agriculture and allied professions and is first-class extension literature- 
The Forum also started a Panchayati Raj Training Centre at Ferozepur with the help of the 
Panchayat Department, wherein education in Panchayati Raj, Agriculture and allied pro- 


fessions is imparted to the PANCHES, Sarpanches, Secretaries and other young and prog- 
ressive farmers. | 


The Forum also sponsored a large scale Co-operative Industrial Society, with a view to 
manufacture, import and distribute agricultural machinery to the farmers in orderto save 
the farming community from ruthless exploitation of the dealers in agricuitural machinery. 
This society has already applied to the Government of India for a licence to manufacture 
a small 4 wheeled tractor, which if manufactured in India will be available to the farmers at 
a very reasonable cost of Rs 2,500 approximately. The society has succeded in obtaining 
an import licence for 100 Power Tillers from Japan. The use of these will be a novel ex- 
periment in this State. They are expected to arrive in India in the month of March and 
will be available to the farmers for Rs 5,000 each. The Panchayati Raj Training Centre 
Ferozepur trained about 1,100 panches, sarpanches and secretaries in the Panchayati Raj 
System. Another centre for soil Conservation and water management was also set up in 
village Khane-ki-Ahil with the help of U.S. aid. The standard and circulation of the Krishak 
Samachar was improved and it was supplied to the members and other subscribers. 


Meetings and Seminars were organised in a few places to impart extension education to 
the farmers. The life members increased from 2,030 to 2,300 and State Level membership 
rose from 850 to 865. About 4,000 ordinary memberS were also enrolled, Besides the 
above activities, the Forum received almost every year and a delegation of farmers from 
U.S.A. and sometimes from other countries. The Forum plays host to such delegations and 
arranged for their stay and tour of various places in the State. It also sends almost every 
year one or two progressive farmers to U.S.A. for study of Agriculture in that country. 


(C) The Forum is getting a grant-in-aid io Rs 5,000 annually and has so far received | 


a total amount of Rs 20,000 from the Punjab Government.

MINISTRY OF FOOD AND AGRICULTURE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 


Agro-Inaustrial Corporation 


1. It is necessary to set up, in the public sector, corporations for promoting the supply 
of farm implements and machinery, including equipment for food industries, dairy devejop- 
ment and fisheries. These should be Limited Companies with authorised capital of Rs. 
two crores, up to 25 per cent of which may be contributed by the Government of India. We 
may start off with Madras, Andhra, Maharashtra, Punjab and one or two other States. 


2. The Managing Director must be a whole-time officer of the Corporation. The 
Board of Directors should include, among others, officers like the Director of Agriculture, 
Director of Animal Husbandry, Director of Fisheries, Milk Commissioner, Directer of 
Industries, Registrar of Co-operative Societies, Labour Commissioner, Joint Secretary 
(Finance), Agricultural Production Commissioner. Selected industrialists manufacturing 
agricultural equipmet may be represented on the Corporation. 


3. These agro-industrial units are intended to modernise agriculture quickly operating on 
aS extensive a scale as possible. In four or five States, Government run workshops have been 
eStablished, which are turning out agricultural implements worth between Rs. 5 to 20 lakhs 
per annum. The Himachal Pradesh Government has recently acquired the Nahan Foundry ; 
the Government of Punjab have a workshop at Nilokheri and want to manufacture tractors 
. and tractor-drawn implements in the Nangal Workshop. The proposed Corporations will ` 
maximise our efforts, The following eight groups of industrial items are required :— a 


` (1) Tractors and power tillers. 
(2) Diesel engines and pumps. 
(3) Drilling equipment and steel casting tubes for irrigation tubewells. 
(4) Pesticides and plant protection equipment. 
(5) Food preservation and processing. T RP 
(6) Cold storage facilities and refrigeration equipment. 
(7) Fisheries and fishing industry. | 
(8) Equipment for dairy and poultry programmes. 


Shortages of varying magnitudes exist for different items which will be accentuated during 
the Fourth Plan. Immediate requirements are being met through imports, often requiring 
foreign exchange. Indigenous productive capacity has to be stepped up quickly. 


4, Considerable improvements can be effected by taking certain obvious steps. The 
demand and supply are not properly linked in many cases. There were complaints of short- 
age of drilling rigs, while the producing firm was in search of orders. Compressors for 
industrial refrigeration, badly needed, remained unsold with a firm. At one stage it, 
was discovered that there was no real shortage of steel tubes for casting pipes. There are 
instances of firms having secured import licences, feeling uncertain as to whether so many 
commodities would sell. The Corporation will ascertain the demands and place firm orders A 
with manufacturers. It may sponsor manufacture of different items of equipment or it may 
undertake manufacture of selected items. This will eliminate spurts of demands by fits i 
and starts, which make proper production planning impossible. A 


5. Bulk orders will improve quality, reduce the cost and save foreign exchange. Milk 
“ tankers are being currently imported against Dutch credit. Milk cooling tanks were quoted 
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at double the price of imported ones. The cost of insulated milk vans fabricated in India 
can be brought down. The National Dairy Research Institute has just completed a simple 
portable, milk chilling apparatus, answering a potentially large demand. This equipment 
has to be manufactured and marketed. Flats and fillers used in packing eggs reduce breakage 
in transit from 10 to 1 per cent. Manufacture of incubators of 1,000 to 5,000 eggs capacity- 
has started in this country. With larger demand, which is bound to grow, these can be manu- 
factured in better quality, at lower cost. New areas have opened up. Commercial use of, 
cold storage has been demonstrated in respect of potatoes and fish. Refrigeration will 
prevent glaring loss of highly perishable vegetables, fruits etc. and help marketing of meat 
poultry, dairy products, very heavy demand is developing for knapsack sprayers-cum-dusters 
and pesticides of different kinds. Indigenous manufacturers are still required to import 
engines which are quite simple. The Corporation may promote these industries Shortage 
of Spares has immobilised a few thousand tractors. Government have decided to grant users 
import licences to the tractor owners. The Corporation can take effective steps to meat 
the shortage of spare parts of tractors and other agricultural equipment. 


6. To promote sale, the Corporation will undertake extensive demonstration of modern 
agricultural implements particularly power operated implements, plant protection equipment 
etc. The Indian Council of Agricultural Research and the Council of Scientific and Industria] 
Research have done pioneering work through a number of research stations. These will be 
popularised through demonstration, particularly in rural areas. 


7. In every State there are agencies for sanctioning loans for industries of different 
scales. Because the Corporation would operate in the field, in close contact with manufact- 
urers, it Should have a loans Division, authorised to sanction loan upto a limit of Rs. 10 lakhs 
at a time to any company or firm engaged in manufacturer of farm equipment, including 
equipments for dairy, poultry, fishing, livestock and other industries, processing, 
of food and providing connected services, such as refrigeration warehousing , transport 


etc. 


8. The Corporation should have free discretion to advance loans for any agro-economic 
Industry. | 


9. The Corporation cannot start as a profit earning venture. Theloans and Demonstra- 
tions Divisions cannot obviously function on profit basis. Even the Manufacturing Division 
besides increasing existing capacity will aim at setting up new industries essential for 
increasing agricultural production and changing the peasant's outlook. Ultimately, the 
Corporation will become self-supporting and earn a profit. 


10. These suggestions are only broad indications. The details may be varied according 
to requirements. | |

Minister for Education Punjab : Mr. Speaker, a badminton match was 
played on the 4th September, 1964 between the students of the Government 
College and those of the Punjab Engineering College, Chandigarh,and the 
Students of the Punjab Engineering College, Chandigarh won the match. 
The students of the Government College raised some slogans after the match 
was over, which gave rise to some excitement. After sometime a student of the 
Engineering College came to his college and said that the students of the 
Government College had beatena Professor and some students of the Punjab 
Engineering College. On hearing this, some students of the Punjab Engineering 
College gathered together and went towards the Government College. This 
fact came to the notice of the Professor and the Principal within a few minutes 
and they immediately rushed to that place. They stopped the boys in the 
way and the Principal severely rebuked those boys who had entered the 
premises of the Government College and the boys came back forthwith 
None of the boys was holding any lathi or a hockey stick and no one recieved 
any injury. No body has beaten any one. The matter has been greatly 
exaggerated.

Shri Sham Lal Gupta, Block Education officer, Abohar came to attend 
a Joint Orientation Course of Block Education Officers and Teacher Educators 
which was held from the 7th to llth September, 1964, in the State Institute 
of Education, Chandigarh.

Shri Bhagwan Dass Bhalla came to the Principal of the Institute at about 
10.30 a.m. on Friday, the 11th September, 1964, the concluding day of the 
Seminar and informed that Shri Sham Lal Gupta, who was staying 
with him, had died of heart failure at about 8.30 a.m. on that day at his 
residence. He further informed the Principal that Dr. M.M. Taneja of Sector 9 
Market, who attended on Shri Sham Lal Gupta, attributed his death to heart 
failure and had issued a Death Certificate to this effect. 
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Shri Bhagwan Dass Bhalla later contacted the relatives of Shri Sham Lal 
Gupta at Bhatinda on telephone on the asking of the Principal. They desired 
that the dead body of Shri Sham Lal Gupta be sent to Bhatinda. He hired 
a truck and took’ the dead body to Bhatinda at about 4.00p.m. the same day. 
A few seminarians were instructed by the Principal to accompany the dead 
body for looking after it on the way and safely making it over to the relatives 
of the deceased. 


The Principal and the staff of the Institution reached the place of Shri 
Bhalla to pay their homage to the deceased. They remained there the whole 
day until the body was removed in truck for Bhatinda. As a mark of respect 
to the deceased, the remaining sessions of the Seminar including the Valedic- 
tory Function were abandoned.
